THE REPUBLICAN TINKERS PERSECUTED 
BY PROTESTS AND PLEAS—BAD MAN-

WASHINGTON, April 15.—There was a demand 
in the House to-day for copies of the Republican 





“report on the Tariff bill, which was expected to 


appear this afternoon, The report of the Dem- 
ocrats was ready, but that of the Republicans, 
thanks to acommittee that is blown about by 
every wind of opinion, was menaced by “ In- 
terests” aud might have to be materially 


changed, 
The free hides men and the opponents of free 


art were persecuting the members. Hides were 
to be made free again, for the sixth or seventh 
time, and art was to be dutiable at 30 per cent., 
the existing rate. Then the sugar schedule 
was being attacked, and Gov. Warmoth, who is 
here with several sugar producers, was declar- 
ing at4 o’clock that he and his friends could 
not stand a cut of more than 20 per cent., were 
ppposed to a bounty, and were convinced that 
the committee were determined not to make 
any change, 

Such backing and filling! There are a dozen 
reports every day of the changes that McKin- 
ley is said to have made or will make, and he is 
constantly being souxht for by the representa- 
tives of some interest that te in a state of 


concern, The woolen people and the carpet- 
makers still hope to effect changes in the bill. 

While they are labering wita McKiniey, the 
Democrats have made their owm calculations of 
the etlect of the McKinley bill upon the rev- 
enues, and they find that, with importations 
the same as they were in 1889, there would be 
ap increase of about $60,000,000, instead of 
$18,000,000, as McKinley’s expert has stated. 

Republican members not on the committee 
are complaining of the bad management of the 
bill ‘they say that tue country has already 
made up its mind about the ipeapacity of the 
committee, and that it will not be possible to 
restore tue confiuence that Bas been with- 
drawn from it. What the committee might have 
done, if it had chosen, would have been 
to report the bil! as soon as if Was completed in 
form, and then ask for its recommittal. Then 
it would have been understvod that there was 
to be opportunity for chah#e% and that the 
pill was subject to correctiou, 

The promise that the bill was to be ready 
this morning failed again. Mr. Carlisle was 
ready, and most of the Democrats who are in- 
terested in the ee know semething about 
the contents of his report. Now that it is un- 
derstood that the Tariff bill is to wait upon 
the Silver bill, there is a chunce, if 
Mr. McKinley is tenacious of his pet, that 
it may be transformed beyond recognition be- 
fore it is turned into the House,in May. The 
Silver bill will undoubtedly be forced turough, 
under caucus aciion, and without prolonged 
diseussion, after both houses have agreed as to 
the form of the bill. ys 

Representative Flower of New-York present- 
ed to the Ways and Means Committee to-day a 
statement signed by the leading jewelers of 


New-York to the effect that the proposed 
increase of the duty on cut but unset 
diamonds and Otter precious stones, from 
10 per cent. to 40 per cent, would encourage 
smuggling and break up the import trade. 
They also recommended that uncut stones be 
placed on the free list to encourage the lapl- 
dary trades. The committee, actipg upon these 
statemenis, has reduced the duty on cut stones 
as recommended and placed the uncatstones 
on tue free list. 

James k. Davies of New-York has presented 
to the committee a petition signed by the lead- 
ing grocers of the United States asking to have 
a duty of 10 per cent. placed on teas produced 
east of the Cape of Good Hope ana imported 
from countries west of that cape, and to adopt 
® provision against the free importation of 
tea from Engiish bonded warehouses. Mr. 
Davies also showed samples of tea dust which 
is largely imported into the United States for 
admixture with tea. This dust, he claimed, was 

oisonvus, and its Importation shoulda be pro- 

ibited.

MEN CONFERRING. 





OPENING PROCEEDINGS OF THE CON- 
VENTION AT RICHMOND. 


RICHMOND, Va., April 15.—Upon the assem- 
bling of the Colored Men’s Convention to-night 
Chairman Wilson read a long address. He gave 
a history of the trials and struggles of the 
colored folks, and said they had stood by the 
Republican Party because in its platforms it 
guaranteed civil and political equality to 
all men. He asserted that the Republicans 
are now becoming tired of the negroes, and the 
Democrats have no use for them, and they will 
now have todrift with the tide. He urged that not 
60 much money be spent for church building and 
gorgeous funeral parades, and more be invested 


in homes and school houses. He referred to 
John S. Wise as a would-be Moses who had be- 
trayed the negroes, and bis allusions to Gen. 
Mahone and his political followers were 
not complimentary to the General. Wilson, 


in closing his remarks, sald: ‘As the 
Republican Party had seon fit to 
make the capitalists of the North the 


eapecial object of its care, the negroes could no 
longer support the party of high tariff unless 
the black tlag raised against them at the North- 
ern workshops is taken down. As the celored 
people are consumers and not producers, they 
want & low tariff, he said, 

The address was heartily applauded. Two 
resolutions, offered by John Mitchell of Rich- 
mond aud which were sent to a committee, will 
Altiract attention. The first pledges the col- 
ored peuple of the State not to support any 
one for otfice who will not promise to use his 
best efforts to secure the repeal of ail laws 
discriminating against the negroes.

TRAOKS UNDER WATER. 





A. LARGE TRACT OF COUNTRY INUN- 
DATED, AND THE RIVER STILL RISING. 


NEW-ORLEANS, April 15.—The water has beew 
steadily rising over the tracks of the Dlinois 
Central Road between Frenier and Ponchatou- 
la, The water is in some places seven inches 
above the tracks, and the outlook is extremely 
gloomy. The officials of the road are doing all 
in their power to improve the situation, but 
with little or no success, 


From the present outlook seventeen miles of 
track will be under water in afew days, and 
will probably remain so until the Mississippi 
River goes down. In this case there will be no 
traffic out of New-Orleans over the Illinois Cen- 
tral Road for some time to come. Trains will 
run from the first station above, and connect- 
ing lines will convey passengers out of New- 
Orleans, 
Major A. G. Robinson, Quartermaster at this 
port, under orders of the Secretary of War, has 
visited the country around Nita crevasae. He 
reported that a very large portion of the coun- 
try is inundated, and the river is still rising. 
About one thousan® blacks and whites are out 
of work, but though there is hardship and de- 
privation everywhere there is no actual suffer- 
ing. The best teeling prevails. The whites 
heip the blacks, the rich the poor, yet as all 
have lost heavily this aid is little. The parish 
juries have appropriated all available funds 
tor relief. The Governor has no money he can 
use for the purpose. He considered this a case 
worthy of material outside aid. Federal aid 
was given during the previous flood, and the 
present one has been more disastrous. 





IRISH NATIONAL LEAGUE. 





TO-DAY’S MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE

St. Louis, April 15.—The members of the 
Executive Committee of the Irish National 
Land League in America began to arrive this 
morning in St. Louis to attend the meeting of 
the committee, which will be held to-morrow 
morning.

The present meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee is ealled at the instance of President 
Fitzgerald upon the recommendation of Mr. 
Parnell. A meeting of the custodians of the 
funds was held last January, and it was at that 
meeting that the present one was decided upon. 
No convention has been held for two years, and 
one of the objects of this meeting of the mem- 
bers of the committee is to decide on a date for 
&@ national conventien. About twenty members 
of the committee are here now, and the rest 
will arrive to-morrow. The gentlemen decline 
to discuss the probable work of the committee. 


THE LOYAL LEGION. 








ITS TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY AP- 
PROPRIATELY CELEBWATED, 


PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—The two days’ cele- 
bration of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
military order of the Loyal Legion began this 
morning with a meeting of the Commandery in 
Chief, which was held in the hall of the His- 
torical Society of Pennsylvania. Gen. Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes, Commander in Chief of the 
order, presided. There was a large attendance 
of members. 
Gen. Wager Swayne, Commander of the New- 
York Commandery, offered a resolution that at 
the next annual meeting of the Commandery 
in Chief the constitution be so changed as to 
_— of the formation of a commandery in 
ondon, for the benefit of those companions 
who may be temporarily or permanently resid- 
ing abroad. 
The question aroused considerable interest, 
and speeches on the subject were made by Gen. 
Horatio C. King of New-York, Col. Cnurch, edi- 
tor of the army and \avy Journal; Gen. Barnett 
of Ohio, and Gen. Perry of Kansas. 
While there was a feeling of sympathy with 
the object of Gen. Swayne’s resolution, the idea 
of changing the constitution of the order was 
generally opposed, and Gen. Swayne finally 
withdrew his resolution. 

In the evening Gen. Hayes made an address, 
in which he eulogized Abraham Lincoln. Gen. 
Devens also made an address appropriate to 
the occasion. 


SUING FOR A DEATH BENEFIT. 








THE KNIGHTS OF HONOR RESIST THE 
CLAIM OF A WIDOW. 


CuroaGo, April 15.—Unusual charges against 
a benevolent society were made to-day in the 
case of Hana Hansen against the Supreme 
Lodge of the Knights of Honor, in Judge Clif- 
ford’s court. The plaintift is the widow of Gil- 
bert Hansen, who upto the time of his death 
was & member of the order. 

Though his claims for sick benefit were fre- 
quently urged in the lodge, he was refused all 


assistance, owing to the opposition of the See- 
retary and others. They said that he was not 
sick, but was on a protracted spree. 

At last he had to be removed to the Connty 
Hospital, where he died. His widow then ap- 
plied for her death benefit, and the Secretary 
of the lodge, according to Mrs. Hansen’s story, 
alleged that her husband was not dead but 
hiding. 

The widow and her children were reduced 
almost to a state of starvation when Capt. 
Walker, a bluff old seaman who once distin- 
guished himseif in connection with the wreck 
of the Lady Elgin, heard of their case, and by 
his advice and assistance the suit which went 
on trial to-day was begun. 





IN FAVOR OF REVISION, 


PLAINFIELD, N, J., April 15.—After a spirited 
all-day debate the Presbytery of Elizabeth, at 
its semi-annual session in the First Presby- 
terian Chureh in this city, this evening de- 
clared itself in favor of revision of the Articles 
of Faith. The vote was 44 to13. Most of the 


opponents of revision were aged ministers who 


protested against what they deemed a surren- 
der in denominational controversy. Other 
churches, they held, notably the Methodists, 
had long been clamoring against the very 
things in the Presbyterians’ book which the 
Presbyterians themselves were now seeking to 
eliminate. 

They considered revision a humiliating sub- 
mission. They did not want their established 
creed of 250 years ‘*monkeyed with.” The 
erled, ‘*Let it stand as it has always stood, 
strougly Calvinistic,” The Presbytery elected 
the following delegates to the General Assem- 
bly: Ministers—The Rev. Dr. Kempshaw and 
the Rev. Mr. Cobb, both of Elizabeth.

A PREHISTORIO VILLAGE. 
PARKERSBURG, West Va., April 15.—The site 
of a prehistoric village has been discovered on 
the Ohio side of the river, about one mile north 
of this city. The site comprises an area of 
about four acres, and over the entire area the 


earth is generally slightly burned, having a 
reddish color, and is thickly intermixed with 
fragments of pottery, streaks of ashes, and 
en of bones of animals and human be- 
ngs. 

In several places are to be seen the ruins of 
what seem to be ancient fireplaces, containing 
charcoal intermixed with charred nuts of vari- 
ous sorts. In and around these fireplaces are 
found ornaments and implements, such as battle 
axes, Knives, drills, spear and arrow points, and 
ornaments made of bone and slate. The spear 
end arrow heads are of fine workmanship, and 
are all of very bard substances, as agate, chal- 
cedony, camelian, quartz, jasper, and slate. 





HUMAN BONES IN AN INDIAN MOUND. 

WELLSBURG, West Va,, April 15.—The Indian 
mound in the Brooke County Fair Grounds has 
been opened and completely explored. Only a 
few fragments of human bones were found, 
there being traces that the original body had 
been wrapped in a coarse matting made of 
rushes or some similar material. Fragments of 
an earthen pot, which. were fitted together 
complete, were found, together with two pipes. 
There were no evidences of the action of fire, 
and the ain had evidently been laid upon the 
original surface of the ground, and the earth 
heeped over it. Two sugar trees grew on top 
of the mound, each about two feet in diameter.

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NEW-JERSEY STATE PRISON 


TO BE INVESTIGATED BY 
THE GOVERNMENT. 
OHARGKES THAT FEDERAL PRISONERS 
HAVE BEEN ILL TREATED MADE BY 

TOOLS OF SHERIFF “ BOB” DAVIS. 


TRENTON, N. J., April 15.—A surprising con- 
dition of affairs was revealed at the State 
prison to-day. In these dispatches last night it 
was stated that the United States authorities 
had been summoned to make an investigation 
into the treatment of United States prisoners in 
the prison, and that Col. Wood had been sent on 
to make an investigation. The story last night, 
told by a partisan of the State prison manage- 
ment, was that the prisoners, when summoned 
from their cells, had agreed that they had noth- 
ing to complain of. To-day ities said that Col. 
Wood had advised that an investigation be 
made, and that he had been instructed to make 
it. He is at the institution. to-day andis hard 
at work. 

An unusual air of mystery surrounds the be- 
ginning of the proceedings. They are known, 
however, to have been prompted by Hudson 
County influences, and the affidavits on which 
the Department of Justice is acting were 
made by Edward Laverty, James Shea, and 
J, O. Reinhardt, three of them under keepers, 
who are Hudson County men. They charge 
that the sixteen United States prisoners, for 
whose maintenance the State draws a liberal . 
allowance from the Federal Treasury, are not 
properly fed. As the United States authorities 
are exacting as to the treatment accorded to 
their convicts, the charge invited an immedi- 


ate investigation, and the Attorney General, to 
whom the affidavits were submitted, hurried 
Col. Wood on to make it. 

Of course, these three under keepers would 
not dare to defy the head of the institution 
unless = had been given assurances of pro- 
tection, and so it is evident that some one of 
more influence is operating behind the scenes. 
It is said on what seums to be excellent author- 
ity that Sheriff ** Bov’’ Davis, the little head of 
the Hudson County ring, induced them to act, 
and a current rumor that is not denied has it 
that he is so deeply interested in the move- 
ment that he went on to Washington himself 
with the affidavits. It has been an open secret 
for months that the little ringster has his eye 
upon the chief place in the State prison, and it 
is now said that he is makirg war upon Patter- 
son in the hope of ousting and then succeeding 
him. Last Spring he invoked his peculiar 
tactics to elect a Board of Freeholders in Hud- 
son County which would give him the charge 
of the jail in that county. 

Gov. Abbett appointed Patterson three years 
ago, and the designation of his successor now 
would be one of the Governor’s prerogatives. 
The Governor was seen by THE TIMES'S corre- 
spondent this evening. He met all questions 
by saying that he was then for the first time 
informed of the United States’ investigation, 
and of course he would not say whether he 
would appoint Davis if a vacancy should occur. 
He said, hewever, that though he had not 
visited the prison since his new term began he 
had been there toward the close of his first 
term; that he bad tasted and eaten of the food 
supplied to the prisoners, and had found it of 
better quality than much of the food that work- 
ingmen eat at their homes. “But then,” the 
Governor added, “that was three years ago, 
and three years give time for many changes,” 

Col. Wood’s investigation is not the only one 
to which the prison management is being sub- 
jected. Thies afternoon the committee appointed 
by the Legislature to make some inquiries as to 
the observance of the law requiring prison 
stamps on prison-made goods is engaged in 
hearing witnesses there. This investigation is 
distinctively partisan, and is directed by the 
Hudson County ring against Henry L. Butler, 
the Republican Supervisor of the prison. {[t is 
his duty, if there 1s a law requiring the marking 
of the goods, to see that it is enforced. It seems 
to be the general opinion that a clause sur- 
reptitiously inserted in an act passed in 1887 
repeais the law of 1883, which directed the 
stamping. I[n spite of this, a local newspaper 
man swore Out Warrants to-day for the arrest 
of two of the shirt contractors for failure to 
label] their products, and of Supervisor Butler 
for allowing them to leave the prison without 
the brand. 

The early adjournment of the Legislature to- 
day left the investigating committee free to 
spend all the afternoon at the prison. The day 
in both houses has been one of the dullest of 
the session. The Senate was to have discussed 
tne Ballot-Reform bill this morning, but three 
of the Republican Senators were absent, and a 
motion to adjourn for the week was sprung to 
give them a chance to get back to their seats. 
The only thing of interest to-day was the nom- 
ination by the Governor of Willard O. Fisk to 
be Riparian Commissioner in place of the late 
Judge Randolph. Mr. Fisk was private secre- 
tary to the Governor during Mr. Abbett’s first 
term, but stepped out at the opening of Mr. 
Abbett’s present term to make room for the 
Governor’s son. 

If a bill which is said to have the Governor’s 
favor passes the Legislature Mr. Fisk will find 
his new office quite as important as his old one. 
This act authorizes the State Riparian Board to 
sell or build upon the reefs in the bay beyond 
the “Jersey mud flats.” These flats extend 
from the shorg@off Communipaw and Bayonne 
for half a m¥le or more into the bay. They 
have been great drawbacks to the establish- 
ment of a harbor at that part of the shore, 
because the exterior line for filling, as fixed by 
the authorities, fell within them, and a long 
distance from deep water. A movement was 
set on foot last year to extend the line of filling 
beyond them half a mile or more, to deep 
water. The railroads saw the value of the 
front, with the prospective extension of the line 
for filling, and have quietly gobbled up the 
shore rights. 

The proposition of this bill to confine the 
a of the riparian owners to the present 

ine, and to build a line of warehouses front 
of their holdings has aroused no end of excite- 
ment. Gov. Abbett claims that the State sold 
the land under water to the shore owners only 
as far as the present line of solid filling ex- 
tends, and says that the harbor privileges at 
deep water belong to the State. The sale of 
theao privileges, he thinks, will be worth mill- 
ions of dollars to the State. 








ORIGIN OF THE OONFEDERATE GRAY# 

RICHMOND, Va., April 15.—According to the 
views of a member of the Military Committee 
on the Lee Monument, there is a peculiar 
reason why the New-York Seventh should be 
here at the unveiling. If that gentleman is cor- 
rect, to the visit of that famous regiment here 
in 1357 was due the adoption of the gray uniform 
by the Confederate Army. hen the Seventh 
Regiment came down here on that visit the 
First Regiment and other wilitary commands 
of this city had such uniforms as éach organiza- 
tion chose. The handsome gray dress of the 
Seventh Regiment attracted a great deal of at- 
tention in military ciroles, and soon after their 
return home the First Virginia Infantry of 
Richmond aaopted a similar untform. This was 
just before the civil war broke out. The com- 
mittee man is confident that the Confederaey 
took the gray uniform of the First Regiment as 
a model for the army.

OLAIMANTS OF AFERIOA. 


EMIN WRITES ABOUT STANLEY—THE 
GERMAN EXPEDITIONS. 


BERLIN, April 15.—The National Zeitung to- 
day publishes a communication which came in- 
directly from Emin Pasha, in which he seeks to 
rectify the statements recently made concern- 
ing him by Mr. Stanley.

IN THE RANKS OF LABOR 


QUESTIONS WHICH ARE AGI- 
TATING THE WAGE WORKER. 
STRIKES FOR HIGHER WAGES AND FOR 
RIGHT HOURS’ WORK SPREADING 
THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY. . 


Utica, N. Y., April 15.—The railroad men in 
this city are apprehensive of a general strike 
on both the New-York Central and Hudson 
River and West Shore Railroads. The men who 
were discharged and the men retained had fre- 
quent conferences to-day. The trainmen, engi- 
neers, and firemen are reluctant to talk on the 
situation. 

ROCKLAND, Me., April 15.—The granite pav- 
ing cutters in the employ of the following com- 
panies have struck for higher wages: Booth 
Brothers and the Hurricane Granite Company, 
Hurricane Island; Bodwell Granite Company, 
Smith & Kittredge, and J. B. Amherst, Vinal 
Haven. The men have been receiving an aver- 
age of about $22 30 per 1,000 blocks. They 
want from $1 to $2 50 more per 1,000, accord- 
ing to the “chance,” some quarries and some 
rock being harder to work than others, 

Boston, April 15.—Not over twenty stone- 
masons of the hundreds expected to strike to- 
day have stopped work. Only on the State 
House extension has the strike had any notice- 
able effect. An evening paper says that among 
the causes of the refusal of the bricklayers and 
carpenters to support the strike is the fear that 
it would seriously affect the eight-hour move- 
ment to be inaugurated on May 1. It is be- 
lieved that the strike will fail from lack of nar- 
mony. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—The strike of & 
number of Italian street cleaners for an increase 
in wages was the cause of two small riots here 
to-day. The trouble was caused by women, and 
poe disturbances were quickly quelled by the 
police. 

This morning a mobof about fifty women, 
mostly wives and sweethearts of the one-dollar- 
and-a-half men, attacked the one-dollar-and-a- 
quarter men, who wera working peaceably at 
Ninth and Locust streets. The women assaulted 
the laborers, and taking their brooms and scrap- 
ers from them commenced beating the non- 
strikers in a vigorous manner. 

Twelve of the women were taken to the station 
house and held in default of $500 bail on the 
charge of inciting to riot. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 15.—The demands of 
the yard switehmen were presented to the 
officials of the Pennsylvania company, Pan- 


Handle, Pittsburg and Lake Erie, Pittsburg 
and Western, Baltimore and Ohio, and smaller 
lines this afternoon. ‘The list of grievances was 
received by the railway managers without com- 
ment. An aaswer will not be giver before to- 
morrow morning. The officials were in gonfer- 
ence this afternoon, but the action decided 
upon is not known. 

BALTIMORE, April 15.—The Belgian Block 
Pavers are on strike here. They want $4 a day. 


The present pay is $3 50, The men have asked 
their co-laborers elsewhere to keep away from 
Baltimore.

A MANIFESTO BY THE GERMAN SOCIAL- 
ISTS—AOTION IN ENGLAND. 


BERLW, April 15.—The Volxsdiatt publishes a 
manifesto which was decided upon at a meet 
ing of Socialist delegates at Halle Sunday. It 
unanimously recommends the observance of 
May 1 asa general labor demonstration day, 
provided the workmen do not come in collision 
with the police. The demonstration, it says, 
ought to take the form of adayof reat. Meet- 
ings should also be held to urge the estabiish- 
ment of an eight-hour working day and to 


organize petitions for presentation to the 
Reichstag, asking the enactment of an eight- 
hour law. 

Tbe manifesto further says that, after the 
victories achieved by the Socialists at the re- 
cent elections, it is not necessary to hold a pub- 
lic review. Allthe Socialist members of the 
Reiehstag except one, who ie in prison, have 
signed a manifesto, in which they urgent- 
ly appeal to the workmen to avoid conilicts 
with the authorities, which, they declare, are 
hoped for by the bourgeoisie. 

LONDON, April 15.—The societies which are 
affillated with the London Trades Council have 
declared themselves in favor of an eight-hour 
working day, without stipulating the metnod 
to de followed to attain it. They have also de- 
cided not to hold a labor dethonstration May 1. 

Vienna, April 15.—A strike has been begun in 
the large collieries of Count Wilczek. The 
strikers forced a number of men employed in 
other mines to join them. The authorities deem 
the situation so menacing that they have called 
out the military.

HARTFORD, April 15.—The malcontent field 
Officers of the First Regiment of the National 
Guard in this State, who were dishonorably dis- 
missed from the service in January by Gov.

THE DETROIT STEEL AND SPRING COM- 
PANY SUSPEND PAYMENT. 


Detrorr, April 15.—The Detroit Steel and 
Spring Company, the largest concern of its 
kind in the United States, has suspended pay- 
ments with labilities amounting to $300,000. 
The works were started about twelve years 
ago by Detroit capitalists for the manu- 
sacture of car springs and bar and 
soft centre steel. Their output was 
very large and their goods became famed 
for their excellence all over the country. Their 
plant occupies over five acres of ground and 


they employ over four hundred men, with a 
monthly pay roll of $17,000. 

About a month ago the company fell into 
financial straits, said to be due to large 
urchases for raw material. Several of their 
argest creditors pressed for their claims. Nay- 
lor & Co., iron dealers of New-York, led the 
stampede with a twenty-three-thousand-dollar 
claim, followed by the Briar Hill Company of 
Youngstown, Ohio, with another for $20,000, 
and Carnegie, Phipps & Co. still another for 
nearly the same amount. 

To protect themselves and the local banks a 
mortgage for $50,000 was giver, and two 
weeks ago the creditors metin Pittsburg. The 
debits of the firm amount to $300,000. 
Of this it was proposed that $150,000 
should be bonded and the remainder settled 
on the basis of 50 cents in six months’ Inter- 
est-bearing notes satisfactoril indorsed. 
Creditors to the amount of $70,000 have al- 
ready signed these terms, and itis believed the 
remainder willdoso. Until this agreement is 
perfected the company is compelled to suspend 
payment. 

The output of the works amounted to from 
$800,000 to $1,000,000 a year. Morris L. Will- 
iams, Cashier of the Commercial National Bank 
of uhis city, has been made Trustee until the 
present difficulties are past.

CAPRIVI BEFORE THE DIET

ENTHUSIASTIO WORDS ABOU1 
GERMANY’S FUTURE. 
GENERAL SATISFACTION WITH THE NEW 
CHANCELLOR’S SPEECH—THE ATTI- 
TUDE BISMARCK WILL TAKE. 


BERLIN, April 15.—The Prussian Diet was 
opened to-day by Chancellor von Caprivi. In 
his speech he said: 

“Itis not my intention to state the Govern- 
ment’s programme, but having hitherto held 
aloof from political life, [now wish to speak a 
few words in order to approach you personal 
ly.” [Cheers. ] 

The Chanceller then referred to the important 
position which had been held by Prince Bis- 
marck and expressed the hope that in the 
future the empire would continue secure. The 
edifice of the State was cemented firml? 
enough to resist wind and weather. Moreover, 
the noble personality of the young monaroh 
had already manifested itself at home and 
abroad. He affirmed his undying belief in the 
future of Prussia and of the German Empire 
Testing on Prussia’s shoulders. Both for a long 
time to come would be a historical necessity. 
Both could anticipate the future full of hope. 
The Emperor had said that his course would 
remain the same, The beginning of a new 
era Was, therefore, not to be expected, although 
& more harmonious solidarity would be manifest 
among the members of the Diet. 

In conclusion, the Chancellor said he would 
allow the widest scope to practical criticism, 
and would adopt what was good wherever it 
was found. He would co-operate with all per- 
sons having at heart the interests of Prussia 
and aiming to foster the monarchio feeling in 
Prussia and the national feeling throughout the 
empire. [Oheers., } 

The speech was received with general ap- 
proval by the Chamber. Herr Vonheuns, & 
member of the Right Centre, went to the Minis- 
terial bemch at the conclusion of the speech 
and shook hands witb the Chancellor. Herr 
Rickert, a Freissinnige leader, expressed satis- 
faction with the general tenor of the speech, 
and said he trusted that the Government would 
concede @ reform in taxation. His ty, he 
declared, would continue to defend the consti- 
tutional State system. e 

Herr Zedlitz of the Free Conservative Party, 
and Herr Richter, the German Liberal leader, 
expressed eonfidence in the Ministerial declara- 
tions. Dr. Winathorst deciared that the Cen- 
trists insisted upon the re-establishment of the 
relations between Church and State which ex- 
isted before the Kulturkampf. He cumplained 
of maladministration in the Public Worship 
Department, and demanded adherence to a pro- 
tectionist policy in economic matters, 

The Tagebiati says that Chancellor von Caprivi 
has forbidden the Ministers or other officials to 
furnish any communication to the newspapers. 
All intelligence which it is deemed desirous 
should be published will appear in the Reichs- 
anzeiger, the official paper. 

HAMBURG, April 15.—The Hamburger Nach- 
richten says that Prince Bismarck does not 
intend to assume the attitude of a frondeur 
(fault-finder) toward the Government, although 
he will not refrain from expressing his views 
on momentous occasions. 





MOALLA’S COURT-MARTIAL, 





THE TRIAL TO BEGIN TUESDAY AT THE 
BROOKLYN NAVY YARD. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—The Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy to-day submitted a pre- 
liminary report to Secretary Tracy in the Me- 
Calla case, recommending that Commander 
Bowman H. McCalla be tried by court-martial, 
on charges to be made public to-morrow, based 
on the facts developed during the recent in- 
vestigation by a court of inquiry into the late 
cruise of the Enterprise. 

The Secretary appoved this recommendation 
and ordered the following court to meet at the 
New-York Navy Yard Tuesday next: Rear Ad- 
miral David B. Harmony, President of the 
court; Capt. Henry Erben, Capt. Richard W. 
Meade, Capt. Lester A. Beardslee, Capt. Ed- 
mund O. Matthews, Capt. Robert L. Phythian, 
Capt. Frederiek V. McNair, Commander Ben- 
jamin F. Day, Commander W. BR. Bridgman, 
Commander Merrill Miller, Commander George 
H. Wadleigh, Commander Colby M. Chester, 
Commander William H. Whiting, with Lieut 
Perry Garstas Judge Advocate. Of these of- 
ficers five afte stationed in this city—Admiral 
Harmony, Capts. Meade and Phythian, Com- 
mander Chester, and Lieut. Garst, The last- 
named officer was Judge Advocate of the court 
of inquiry. 

No decision has as yet been promulgated with 
regard to the trial of any of the otner officers of 
the ehip. but it Is thought very probable that 
Lieut. Ingersoll may be tried by a court to be 
subsequently ordered. 

Although the charges have not been mad 
known, it issurmised that they will follow the 
articles for the government of the navy, which 
Article 8, Section 2, specify that courts ebail 
punish at their discretion officers found gullty 
of cruelty toward, or oppression or maltreat- 
ment of, any person subject to their ordera; and 
again, Section 3, officers shall be punished who 
quarrel with, strike, or assault, or use provolk- 
ing or reproachful words, gestures, or menaces 
toward any person in the navy. Com- 
mander McCalia may also possibly be treated 
under Article 20, Section 10, which provides 
that the commander of a ship shall cause the 
articles for the government of the navy to be 
read onee & month to the ship’s com it 
having been alleged before the court of inquiry 
that he failed to do this. [tis possible that the 
incident at Bermuda, Feb. 22, may furnish a 
charge of conduet unbecoming an officer and a 
gentieman. A letter was written to the Secre- 
tary, who refeared sit to the court of inquiry, 
by an American resident in Bermuda, Gen, 
Hastings, complaining of Commander Mc- 
Calla’s conduct om shore on that day.

A BIG INDIAN SUIT. 

MUSKOGEE, Indian Territory, April 15.—The 
largest suit yet filed witn the Federal court 
at Muskogee is that in which ex-Gov, Craw- 
ford of Kansas, Gen. Porter of the Chsarekes 
Nation and others are sued by the Cherokee 
Government fer $462,000, this being the 
amount alleged to have been wrongly taken from 
the sales of the Oklanoma lands as attorney 
fees and lobby fund, The trial of this case will 
beof greatinterest to the Indian people, inas- 
much as the matter has engendered hard feel- 
ings and bad blood among the leaders, both in 
the Creek and Cherokee Councils. Two parties 
have formed, and already there have been two 
men killed in feuds growing out of the ditti- 
culty. Mesare. Crawford, Porter, and their as- 
sociates have the indorsement of the Federal 
Government, The papers were piaeed on 
record to-day. 





TWISTING THE ANTI-CHINESE SCREW. 

San Francisco, April 15.—Collector Phelps 
received a dispatch from Secretary Windom to- 
day containing instructions which are intended 
to prevent Chinese from arriving at this port iz 
transit to Mexican ports and afterward cross 
ing the border into the United Atates from 
Mexican territory. Secretary Windom states in 


his dispatch that the privilege of transferring 
Chinamen to Panama steamers in this port has 
been allowed by instructions from his predeces- 
sor, but that such instructions &re now re- 
voked. This order of Windom’s ap 
plies to all vessels leaving ina for San 
Francisco after April 16. Collector Phelps has 
notified the Pacific Mail and Occidental and 
Oriental Steamship Companies to that effect.

A BUSY POLIOCH DAY. 





THE COMMISSIONERS CONSIDER MANY 
IMPORTANT TOPICS, 


The session of the Police Commissioners yes- 
terday was of special interest in many particu- 
lars, and the busiest one that has occurred for 
many months. Tne Fassett committee broke 
the ice, and showed their intentions in a letter 
signed by Mr. William M. Ivins, the commit- 
tee’s counsel, which introdueed Mr. Henry M. 
Tate, the ofiicial accountant of the committee, 
and requested that he be given facilities for 
procuring information on the relations between 
the Excise Board and the Police Department. 
He was forthwith taken to Depuiy Clerk Dela- 
mater, and went to work compiling statistics. 

The ladies, who for many years have advo- 


catedjthe employment of station- house matrons, 
have to a certain extent won @ victory. Atany 
rate they secured substantial recognition 
through «a letter signed by Mrs. C. R. Lowell, 
Which was referred to the Committee on Re- 
pairs and Suppiies. Mrs. Lowell, in her letter, 
refers to the committee appointed by the Wo- 
man’s Uonterence which waited on the Police 
Commissioners recently, and says that since 
then she has visitedevery station house and has 
found that in the Second, Fourth, Sixth, Tenth, 
Thirieenth, Twentioth, twenty-third, 'wenty- 
titth, Twenty-sixth, and Thirty-second Precinct 
Btation Houses the femaie can be separated 
fromthe maie prisoners. In thirteen station 
houses all noise and conversation is heard by 
every prisoner, and in five of them the celis 
face each other. In conclusion Mrs, Loweil 
says: 

“ You will observe that I do not mike my plea for 
the separation of these women from the men on the 
groand that sometimes arespectable or innocent 
woman is arrested. Some women may sulfer 
acutely under the conditions which surround them 
in the celis of 4 station house, but they are ecarcely 
exposed to permanent injury from them. The 
reason thatl desire to have women whoare ar- 
Tested placed in prisons ont of the sight and hear- 
ing ofthe menand boys who are detained in the 
station houses is because the weleriy of them are 
degraded, and they sheuld not be allowed to de- 
gTade themselves iurther or to contaminate others.” 

Some flagrant cases against officers which 
were tried cume up for judgment, and severe 
punishment was administered. When Capt. 
btephenson took charge of the Thirty-fourth— 
Tremont—rrecinct he found the patrolmen 
split up into cliques and insubordinate. The 
majority of them own their homes and were 
under the peraicieus influence of 9 Man named 
John Robvius. It became a question whether 
Stephensen or his suberdinates should control 
the district, and Stephenson had to act as 
grand roundsman at all hours of the day 
and nighi. He vaught many men skirking duty, 
but the clique was broken up yesterday by 
the following judgments: Roundsman Patrick 
F, Byrnes, asleep in ea chureb, fined 80 days’ 

ay, redused to the ranks, and sent to tire 
Twenty-seventh Precinet: Patrolman Bicknell, 
who wus with him, fined 20 days’ pay and sent 
toe the Twenty-ninth Precinct; Patrolmen Barni- 
cott and Roberson, asleep in- a beer-botwtling 
shed, tined 30 days’ pay each, and sent respect- 
ively to the I wenty-tifth and Twenty-first Pre- 
cints; Patrolman Beeker, shirking duty in an 
unocoupied taunery and seeking to evade rec- 
ognition by dashing off on bis horse, fined 30 
days’ pay and trausferred to the Fourteenth 
Precinct. These officers, when the charges were 
made, said they would stand together and de- 
tied the Commissioners to ignere their political 
influence. 

Another capital case was that of Cornelius 
Leary, detective in the Seventh Precinct. He 
was tried months ago for receiving $400 from 
the National Republican Committees for discoy- 
ering illegal registration, and for aceepting $5 
from an undertaker for getting his shop selected 
asa voting place. He was fined thirty days’ 
pay, reduced to the ranks, and “will be traus- 
lerred to patrol duty. 

More pleasant duty was performed when the 
Commissioners transferred Roundsman James 
Kane of the Twenty-fifth Precinct, brother of 
thelate Lawrence Kane of THE TIMgs, to the 
Yorkville Police Court. The vacations of the 
force were arranged as follows: Suverintend- 
ent, inspectors, and Captains, special leave on 
application; Sergeants, ten days with full pay, 
or twenty days with half pay; patrolmen, 
seven days, full pay, or feurteen days, half pay.

OONVENTION OF WORKING 
GIRLS’ SOOIETIBS. 
NEARLY SIX HUNDRED DELEGATES FROM 
DIFFERENT PARTS OF THE COUNTRY 

—HOW TO ORGANIZE A CLUB. 


Sociologic importance will undoubtedly be 
conceded to the convention of the Association 
of Working Girls’ Societies that began its labors 
yesterday in the assembly rooms of the Metro- 
politan Opera House. Composed entirely of 
women, officered and directed by women, the 
proceedings were dignified, earnest, and en- 
thusiastic, 

This is the first convention of the association, 
and was called for the purpose of discussing more 
fully than has heretofore been possible the varl- 
ous interests of working girls’ clubs, of promot- 
ing a stroneer bond of sympathy among the ex- 
isting clubs, of instructing the delegates in the 
manner of organizing new societies, and of de- 
veloping new schemes and ideas for the benefit 
of working girls. Careful arrangements had 
been made for the entertainment of about 
tive hundred delegates and visitors, but these 
proved wholly inadequate, and after every 
chair was ocuupied there were nearly a hundred 
visitors who stood the session out, Delegates 
were present representing the following socie- 
ties in the New-York association:

The .Industrial Art Club, Workingwomen’s 
Society, Manhattan Working Girls’ Society, the 
H. H, H, Seciety, Young Women’s Hebrew As- 
sociation, Emma Lazarus Club, Friendly Club, 
Hope Club, and Girls’ Friendly Society of thts 
city were alsorepresented. The delegates were 
mainly young women, many of them too young 
to be suspected of a very intense interest in 
matters not directly connected with them- 
selves, but there was a plentifal sprinkling, 
too, of elderly women whose interest in the 
welfare of womankind in general seemed per- 
fectly natural All the delegates wore the 
colors of their respective clubs in narrow rib- 
bons bunched in a buttonbole, 

The convention was called to order promptly 
at 2 o’clock by Miss Grace Dudge, Chairman, 
who wore a rosette which had been made for her 
out of small sections of the ribbon colors of all 
the societies. Miss Dodge announced the ap- 
ointment of the following committees: On 
esolutions—Miss Edith Hewes, Boston, Cnair- 
man; Mrs. Barnard, Brooklyn; Mrs. E. 8, 
Turner, Philadelphia; Miss C. OC, Merriam, 
Springfield, and Miss Sprague, Providenee. On 
Association Newspaper—Miss E. M. Morgan, 
Hartford, Chairman; Mrs. Haynes,” Brook- 
lyn; Miss Rowe, Boston; Mrs, Gawthrop, Phil- 
adelphia; Miss 8» M, Mintern, New-York; Miss 
Jarvis, Danielsonville, Conn., and Miss Phillips, 
Allegheny, Penn. 

The afternoon’s programme included the 
reading of papers upon subjects related te the 
purposes of the convention. Mrs. Richard 
Irwin, Jr.. delivered an address of welcome on 
behalf of the New-York Asacciation to the dele- 
gates from other places and parts of the coun- 
try, and was followed by ts. Mary Storrs 
Haynes of Brookiyn in the initial paper of a 
series read during the day. Her topic was, 
‘*What is a Working Girls’ Society? How to 
Start One.” 

Perhaps a clear idea of the objects and seope 
of a working girls’ soeiety as contemplatea by 
the organizers of this convention may be had 
from the paper read by Miss Helen Iselin of 
this city upon the subject last mentioned. 
Among other things Miss Iselin said: 


“Among the problems that first present them- 
selves to us is that of locality. I snppose it is nat- 
ural to consult one’s own convenience in this mat- 
ter, but this is an error which has proved fatal to 
the success of more than one club. The members 
ot a Working Girls’ Club are to be chietly working 
women and girls, who come home too tired, after a 
long day in the shop or factory, tomake any great 
exertion even with pleasure as the result, There- 
fore, start the club in the neighborhood from which 
you expect to draw members. No one will be fool. 
ish enough to try to start a society anywhere with- 
out having some personal acquaintances with work- 
ing women and girls, either in club life or in the 
many other ways in which such personal relations 
are possible, 
‘Having chosen an approximate site for the club, 
the next step is to ask your working-girl friends to 
talk to their friends and to teil them that it is pro- 
osed to start aclub if they desire one. In cities 
t is best not to be in too great a hurry to start. 
Have & parlor mecting of women of the leisure 
class whom you think might be interested and tell 
them your plan; from the thirty or forty you have 
gathered together you will probably get seven or 
eight who will help you. After having talked mat- 
ters over with these, as well as with the wage earn- 
ers who have promised you their aid, hire a floor or 
two floors, sub-letting one toa woman who, in re- 
turn for reduced rent, keeps your rooms clean and 
gives vou the use of her kitchen for cooking classes. 
“Furnish the club rooms simply; cocoa matting on 
the floors, plenty of strong camp chairs, deal tables 
covered with bright cloths, colored prints and 
photographs on the walle, a couple of lamps, and 
such ornaments as you can collect, and you will 
have as pretty and as cheerful club rooms as any 
one can desire. Of course a piano is indjspensable. 
Foreteiea and your first month’s rent will cost 
from $275 to $300; it ought not to cost more, and if 
anything is Riven it will naturally cost less. This 
money must be given or obtained in some way b 
ontsiders; it does not seem possible for club meni- 
bers to raise it, unless the amount is borrowed on 
easy terms and the future club members pay it 
back by faira or entertainments; but there are few, 
I fancy, who are brave evough to start with so 
heavy @ load on their backs. 
“Itis time now to send out two or three hundred 
eards of invitation through your working-girl 
frienda, and by distributing them in the shops and 
factories. You will probably have from seventy- 
five to one hundred and seventy-five girls present. 
It ig well to have two or three good speeches in 
which the objects and aims of the society are clear- 
ly explained. A little music will serve for enter- 
tainment, and ice-cream and cake, if announced on 
the invitation cards, will prove a great attraction, 
for the American girl who does not care for iee- 
cream is an anomaly. Before the meeting breaks 
up it is well to appoint an evening for the organiza- 
tion of the club, ana to invite them all or as many 
as wish to join to come on that evening, When the 
evening arrives there will probably be a much 
smaller attendance, but on the whole this is rather 
an advantage, as you will have much business to 
transact, and with fewer members there wiil be less 
confysion, 

"The first thing to be done is to adopt by-laws, a 
draft of which has been already prepared. Of 
course, at this early stage it is impossible to have 
an election of officers which will be in any way rep- 
resentative, and the best way is to appoint officers, 
with the consent and approval of the club. to serve 
unti) the first of the ensuing year, or until what- 
ever time the members may decide on for their an- 
nual election. 

“The classes for which teachers have to be hired 
are, of course, extra, a feo large enough tw cover 
expenses beiug charged. In my opinion, there 
ought to be two, perhaps three, evenings in the 
week which shall be free, given up to talks on pop- 
ular classes, taught by volunteer teachers.” | 

As tothe eost of running a club Miss Iselin 
said the rents, being higher in the large cities, 
made the problem a larger one than in small 
towns and villages. Club dues are from 20 to 
25 cents a month. The monthly expenses of a 
club are ‘about as follows: Rent, $25; coal, $4; 
gas, $3; cleaning, $4; piano, $4; total, $40. 
This does not leave any margin for extra ex- 
penses, but these could and would be met by 
especial efforts on the part of the elub members 
in the way of smail entertainments. A ciub of 
200 members would provide for the ordinary 
expenses. 

Some of the papers read during the session 
were compiled from seleeted suggestions made 
in the clubs and read by one of the members. 
Others were erudite discussions of some of the 
most importast phases of the work, ‘How to 
Rouse an Intelligent [nterest in Members in 
Their Society” was treated by Miss Edith M.

4 DBOISION IN THE 
AND BOSTON BOND COASEH. 
THE GENERAL TERM OF THE COURT 
OF APPEALS ORDERS A STAY OF 
THE FORECLOSURE PROCEEDINGS. 


Among the decisions handed down yesterday 
by the Court of Appeals was one of great inter- 
est to the bondholders of the consolidated 
mortgage of 1874 of the Troy and Boston Rail- 
road Company, and which the bondholders’ 
counsel, Masten & Nichols, of this city, say 
settles the point that a railroad company can- 
not, by collusive foreclosure proceedings, crawl 
.out of paying its lawful obligations or acale 
down the. interest it is bound to pay on the 
bonds it has assumed, 

The suit in which the decision is rendered is 
that of Charles W. Tillinghast against the Troy 
aud Boston Railroad Tompany. but the case 
was made interesting by James R, Plum, of 
James R. Plum & Gale of this city, a large 
holder of the bonds of the mortgage it was 
sought to forectose. Mr. Plum prooured an 
erder making him a party defendant in the 
suit, and then he filed an answer that.gave to 
the court a zreat deal of information about the 
inside facts which led to the proceedings being 
instituted. 

The trouples of the bondholders of the mort- 
goge of 1874 began in 1887, when the Troy and 
Boston was absorbed by the Fitchburg Rallroad 
Company. The mortgage was for $1,500,000, 
due July 1, 1924, and the bonds paid 7 per 
cent. As the mortgage was spr peaeany @ first 
mortgage the bonds were very desirable prop- 
erty. Their interest had always been promptly 
a by the Troy and Boston. On the cousol- 
dation of the Troy and, Boston and the Fitch- 
burg the former was valfled at $4,500,000, and 
the Fitchburg agreed to pay for it $8V0,000 in 
Gash or twenty-year 4 per cent. debenture 
bonds and the balance in stock. It was further 
agreed that the Fitehburg should devote 
$1,500,000 4 per. cent, twenty-year debenture 
bonds to the payment of the consolidated 7 per 
cent. mortgage of the Troy aud Beston. 
¢ At this point the consolidated bondholders 
objected. They had had nothing to do with the 
‘absorption of the Troy and Boston by the 
Fitchburg, which was brought about by the 
stockholders,‘ and they did not want to ex- 
cbange perfectly-secured 7 per cent. bonds, 
with thirty-seven years to run, for4 per cent. 
debenture bonds, not secured by mortyage and 
with only twenty years to run, The Fitehbarg 


people then began an action in the 
Supreme Court, in KRennsselaer County, 
to fereclose the morigaze, The ground 
for the suit was a default in the 


payment of some small claims which, by 
the terms of the mortgage, it was claimed the 
Troy and Boston had bound itself to pay. The 

laintitf in the action was Tillinghast, one of 
ne trustees of the mortgage. The other trustee 
would not join in the suit. Tillinghast got the 
holders of ouly $79,000 worth of the bonds to 
oin in his suit. One of the iargest holders who 
oined, it is alleged, was alarge holder of second 
mortgage bonds, and thereiore interested in 
having the first mortgage paid. 

It wus in thie suit that Mr. Plum was made 
one of the defendants. Messrs. Masten and 
Nichols and Charlies E. Patterson of Troy, ap- 
pearing for him, made an application before 
Judge ingalls of Troy to have the foreclosure 
proceedings stopped. Judge Ingalls aenied the 
motion, but the General Term reversed his de- 
cision, Judge Learned, who wrote the opinion, 
saying that no case had been made out for the 
plaintiff tor forcing the bondholders to take 
payment of their bonds before they were due. 
This decision of the General ‘erm the Court of 
Appeals now aflirms, ordering a stay of the 
foreclosure proceedings, and, in the Opinion of 
thelawyers for Mr, Plum, putting an end to 
the whole suit. 





THE RESIGNATION OF H. B. STONE. 

CuHIcAGO, April 15.— H. B. Stone, Becond 
Vice President of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincey Railroad, has tendered his resignation, 
to take effect June 1. He retires from the 
railroad business te become President of the 
Chicago and the Central Telephone Company. 
Mr. Stone is well and favorably known in 
railroad circles. He has been occupied in rail- 
road work for twelve years, beginning his 
career in the mechanical department of the 
Burlington, of which he became Superintend- 


ent. In 1880 he was made Superintendent of 
the locomotive and car departments. The 
pext year he beeame General Superintendent 
of the road, from which position he succes 
sively attained the offices of Assistant General 
Manager and General Manager. 

During the strike of the engineers of the Bur- 
lington system in 1888, Mr. Stone displayed 
remarkable norve and energy in carrying out 
the policy of the road, which was not pacific. 
The strikers made every effort possible to have 
him discharged, and even after the strike was 
settled the attacks on him were continued, but 
the company refused to listen to any charges 
made against him. Instead, he was promoted 
to the olfice of Second Vice President in recog- 
nition of his services, The reasons given for 
Mr. Stone’s resignation at this time are that he 
expects to find the direotion of the telephone 
companies less arduous work than that in 
which he has been engaged. No bint of dis- 
agreement between Mr. Stone and the Directory 
of the road has leaked out. Who his successor 
will be is not known, but if the usual policy of 
the company is followed Mr. E. P, Ripley is 
likely to be designated, as he succeeded Mr. 
Stone as General Manager. 





THE SOFT-COAL TRAFFIC. 

BouFFALo, N. Y., April 15.—Frederick A. Bell, 
senior member of the firm of Bell, Lewis & 
Yates, which has secured control of the Buffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburg Railroad and the 
Rovhester and Pittsburg Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, returned to this city from New-York last 
night. In an interview published in a morning 
paper he is reported as saying that the deal had 
been made because the firm want the control 


through which it isexpeoted the conflicting in- 
terests in the soft-coal traffie will be secured. 

‘It was @ matter of self- preservation to us,” 
said he, ‘Our objectis simply to stop a con- 
filct which had no money in it forany of the 
parties involved. Beingin a position to die- 
tate the pouey of the railroad company, we 
will be able to control the soft-coal traffic com- 
ing north and out of thatregion. There will 
probably be a division of tonnage or of ter- 
ritory, and we will be able to meet our com- 
petitors in the Easton even terms. It will be 
possible to advance coal rates to a paying 
figure, the cea! will bring a better price, and 
the local traftie of the various roads will be 
carried on better rates an@ the earning capac- 
ity of the roads greatly increased, The rail- 
road consumers, who have done all they could 
to foster this fightin order to get coal at a low 
figure, will lose the advantage they have so long 
enjoyed.”

Since that time affidavits bear- 
ing Mr. Parke’s signature have come to light, de- 
claring that Mr. Parks had no interest in the 
toad. These Mr. Parks swears are forgeries. 
Newberger and his sun swear to having seen 
him sign them. In granting the injunction 
Judge Patterson sxys that there is evident 
fraud somewhere, an? that one side or the 
other is guilty of gross perjury.

SUCCESSFUL OPENING OF THE SPRING 

MEBTING AT THE ELIZABETH TRACK 
—sIX GOOD RACES DECIDED. 

One of the largest crowds ever present at the 

fFlizabeth race track of the New-Jersey Jockey 


Club was there yesterday, when the legitimate 
racing season of 1890 was begun in the East. 





At least 7,000 people saw six races run, and | 


made business very lively for the seventy-tive 
bookmakers who had stands in the betting 
ying. Sixteen “bookies” had to be refused 
ptands because of the limited accommodations, 
80 they stood on the ground and tried their 
hand with the general public in trying to pick 
the winners. Which was the more successful 
fid not appear. 

The track was in fine condition and the rao- 
ing, asa whole, decidedly good. No one knew 
what horses were to participate, because en- 
tries had been withheld in order to keep them 
from the proprietors of the city bookmaking 
rooms, who had been doing a flourishing bust- 
ness without police interference until Monday 
Jast. The raid then frightened these people 
somewhat, and the action of the Jockey Club 
crippled them so that but two places tried to do 
business during the day. These olesed up abeut 
B o’clock in the afternoon. Hereafter, the pro- 
prietors of these rooms, knowing that any at- 


tempt to do business will be followed by ar- 
reat, entries for the races will be announced as 
heretofore, The public will, therefore, have no 
further cause for complaint, 

All the Winter race-track patrons were on 
eee aud with them thousands of others who 

ave not seen a race since last Fall, and all en- 
tered heartily into the spirit ef the sport with 
all the old-time zest and vigor. The climax was 
reached in the New-Jersey Jockey Ciub Handl- 
cap, in which nine horses ran, and which was, 
of course, the feature of the day. It was a race 
at a mile and an eighth, and was won in grand 
style by that sturdy little race nag, Badge, who 
was ridden vA the dusky jockey, Hamilton, He 
ran in the colors of John Mullins, the big furni- 
ture man of Brooklyn, who thus makes @ suc- 
sessful début on the turf as an owner. 

Of the nine candidates competing, Badge, 
who was in prime condition, was a decided 
favorite with the public in the betting, and the 
yesult showed them to be rightin selecting 
him as the probabie winner. The talented ones 

lunged on Castaway I1., however, and he car- 

ied a vast amount of money on the strength 

of the good work he had shown in private at 
the Westchester track. But Castaway was 
never init. Mr.°Caidwell got the lot off well 
together, and the filly Homeopathy from the 
Morris stavle went out at once and set a fast 
pace for the rest to tollow. Hamilton, after 
getting Badge into his stride, took a strong pull 
on him and went back into the ruck, allowing 
Burnside, Castaway, and King Crab to chase 
and wear down the leader if possibile. They ran 
along in. this fashion for three-quarters of a 
mile. Then Hamilton let out a link and moved 
up on the outside, just as Homeopathy gave it 
up and began falling to the rear. Taylor also 
Degan moving up with Dunboyne, but though 
the old campaigner ran the best he could he 
‘was never a dangerous element in the contest, 

At the head of the stretch Badve and Casta- 
way were having things their own way appar- 
ently when there suddenly came up from the 
exireme rear the gray horse Grey Dawn, who 
challenged and beatout Dunboyne. Then there 
was a wiid rush for the leader, a plying of 
whips, working of spurs, and a general shout 
ull along the line, The great crowd which 
filled the grand stand and lawn eaw a flash of 
wolors, worn’ by deaperately riding jockeys, 
heard a great roar from thousands of threats, 
and then saw Badge win, absolutely at bis 
ease, by a couple of lengths from Grey 
Dawn, whose clever running just at tbe 
end had enabled him to secure the place 
honors from Cutaway by a length aud @ half, 
Ducboyne, King Crab, Martin Russell, Burn- 
side, Homeopathy, and Taragon wound up the 
procession, There was @ great cheer for the 
winner, a rush for the betting ring, and the 
first heat of the New-Jersey Jockey Club Hand- 
icap was over. Badge bad earned for his owner 
a halfinterest in the magnificent Woodlawn 
vase, which was on exhibition throughout the 
afternoon on a pedestal bear the judges’ stand, 
If Badge wins the second heat of the bandicap, 
Mr. Mullins will be the owner of that valuable 
pit of plate. 


A dozen old campaigners participated in the 
opening dush of five-eighths of a mile, which

D. Stokes, Frederick L. Hiller, Robert M. Gal- 
laway, H. H. Hollister, and J. Bowers Lee.

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VIEWS AS TO ITS PRACTICAL 

VALUE. 

COMMISSIONER STEPHENSON THINKS IT 
ALMOST USELESS—OTHER PERSONS 
DIFFER WITH HIM. 

Congressmen Owen, Lea&lbach, and Stump of 

the sub-committee of the join¢ Congressional 

Committee on Naturalization continued their 

investigation yesterday in the room of the Su- 

perintendegt of Castle Garden. Emigration 

Jommissioner Stephenson was the first witness, 

and he began by saying that he considered the 

contract labor-law of Httle use. He was cer- 
tain that large numbers of contract laborers 
were entering this country, and they were 


bound to as long as the law was as imperfect 


and contradictory as at present. 

Referring to the padrone system, Mr. Ste- 
phenson naturally spoke of the [talian immt- 
grants. They were, he said, generally able to 
take care of themselves, and rarely came back 
to the Garden or reached the pauper institu- 
tions on Ward’s Island. Mr. Stephenson said 
he had made a calculation as to the numDer of 
immigrants coming here, and found that be- 
tween May 5, 1847, and Jan. 1, 1890, more im- 
migrants had come to this country than there 
were people in the United States in 1820. 

William Connolly, manager of the Labor 
Bureau in Castle Garden and a clerk of the 
Irish Emigrant Soclety, testified that in the 
forty-three years prior to Jan. 1, 1890, immi- 
grants bad paid to the United States $12,441,- 
051, of whieh $1,290,632 had been expended in 
lands and improvements on Ward’s Islaud. The 
Labor Bureau was supported by Irish and Ger- 
man Immigration Societies, which sustained 
themeelves by carrying on a sort of banking 
business. The function of the Labor Bareau 
waa to obtain employment for immizrants free 
of charge. In 1889 it had provided 15,000 
situations, Mr. Connolly thought that the La- 
bor Bureau did not in any way interfere with 
the lapor of American citizens and vigorously 
denied that it had ever supplied men to take the 
place of strikers. Mr. Connolly charged the 
Commissioners of Emigration, and particularly 
Mr. Stephenson, with obstructing the work of 
the Labor Bureau. He thougat that the method 
of Geniving immigrants was toe hasty and 
too ‘harsh. was impossible to obtain capa- 
ble inspectors for $1,000 a year each. Mr. 
Connolly thougbt that the salaries of the in- 
spectors should be increased, and that each in- 
spector should be acquainted with the labor 
conditions of the country, 80 that he might act 
more intelligently in his examinations of im- 
migrants. 

With regard to the contract-labor law, 
Mr. Connolly confessed that he did not know 
much about the subject, He thought that few 
people with contracts made abroad were ad- 
mitted here and thought that evusions of the 
law might be lesasned by cousular inspection 
and report from foreign countries and by some 
local authority, possibly the Postmaster in the 
American districts to which the immigrants 
xo after leaving Castle Garden. Of the 350,- 
000 immigrants each year, Mr. Connolly 
thought that there were not more than 1,000 
who passed the Castle Garden inspection that 
were notentitled to do so. He thought that 
the present immigration laws were too strict, 
if they were te be criticized at all. If immi- 
grants were allowed to come to the United 
States at all, it was the duty of the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration to take care of them. 

John E. Milholland, an inspector under the 
alien contract-labor law, who draws a salary of 
#5 per day tor his services, testified that there 
were four inspectors whose duties were to 
detect evasions of the contract-labor law. As to 
their method of operation, Mr. Milholland said 
that the inspectors might all be present when 
an immigrant ship came in, or only one might 
be there. Whoever was there stood by the side 
of the Castle Garden register and looked at and 
listened to the immigrant. If there was any- 
thing suspicious in his appearance or answers 
he was taken into the inclosure and put through 
an examinatien cuncerning his labor contracta, 
The inspectors were wholiy dependent on inter- 
preters, a8 pone of them spoke anything but 
English. In the nine months that Mr. Milholland 
had been an inspector he thought that perhaps 
seventy-five immigrants had been sent Sask to 
their native countries through the intervention 
of himself and his fellow-inspectors. He was 
satisfied that this cost the National Govern- 
ment wuch more than $100 an immigrant re- 
turned. One inspector—Mr. Chance—is the As- 
sistant Secretary of the American Protective 
Tariff League. 

Since hostilities had been declared between 
the United States and the State of New-York in 
matters of immigration, the Contract Labor 
Inspectors, Mr. Milholland said, had had to 
depend on themselves and the two interpreters 
allowed them. Thia was a serious handicap, 
and he felt certain that many immigrants evad- 
ed the law through the working of this dual 
Management. In Mr. Milholland’s opinion 25 
per cént. of the immigrants were as- 
sisted in coming to this . country, 
and of this 25 per cent. .a majority 
were contract laborers. The contract-labor 
law, however, was a good thing because 
it undoubtedly deterred thousands of contract 
laborers from coming here, The contraetor 
would not take the chance of being tined $1,000 
for each immigrant assizned to him. The 
trouble was in the administration of the law. 
This should be extended and improved. He 
suggested consular inspection, fixing additional 
responsibility on steamship lines, examination 
on board ship, and vigilance at the points of 
destination as means for making the law more 
effective, : 

Daniel O’Connell, an immigrant last June, 
testified to the terrors of a steerage passage on 
the Helvetia, where the saloon waa given up to 
cattle and the fare was such as he had never 
seen before or since, 

During the session yesterday Congressman 
Stump read an advertisement for freestone 
cutters he had found in a London paper. The 
advertisement was signed by the following 
firms, membera of the Freestone Contractors’ 
Association of New-England: Boston Estate, 
EB. F. Meany, Jeremiah Carew, W. J. Sullivan, 
Carew & Darby, Coughian & Co., Evans & 
Tombs, and twenty-seven other firms of Bos- 
ton, Springtield, Holyoke, Lynn, New-Haven, 
Waterbury, and Bridgeport, 

The eommittee voted to go to Boston on 
Thursday night to investigate the matter, but 
it will hola a session at 11 o’clock to-day, when 
T. V. Powderly will testify.

The Signal'Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this ciiy, fair, followed by cloudy, 
sooler weather. 








The mischievous bill for getting ward 
politics into the Board of Education of this 
city failed to pass the Assembly yesterday 
by one vote, but it lies on the table under 
a motion to reconsider and may be brought 
up again. There is no more pernicious 
measure pending in the Legislature, and 
the nominal reasons given for supporting it 
are sheer false pretense. The down-town 
schools are not neglected, but the down- 
town ward politicians have not the kind of 
“‘inflooence” they desire in the School 
Board, and ought not to get it. 








Senator EVARTS is engaged in the whole- 
some and necessary work of trying to 
strip the Chinese Enumeration bill of its 
harshest features, but we fear his efforts 
will be in vain. The barbarity of the pro- 
visions he would strike out ought to have 
prevented their appearance in any bill 
offered in a civilized Legislature, as, for in- 
stance, the one requiring the arrest, de- 
portation, or imprisonment for five years of 
any Chinaman found in this country after 
Sept. 1 and unprovided with a certificate of 
the Superintendent of the Census. But, if 
the truth must be told, it is the barbarity 
of the bill that recommends it to the en- 
lightened partisans of the United States 
Senate. 








Mr. ERW1n’s 5 per cent, interest bill was 
killed and buried in the Senate yesterday. 
The arguments by which it was supported 
were utterly delusive, for there is no more 
benefit to be gained by efforts to fix the 
rate at which money may be borrowed 
than by efforts to limit the price at which 
merchandise may be bought. The market 
rate is determined by demand and supply, 
and there is nothing in which competition 
is less capable of restriction than loanable 
funds. The bill was advocated in behalf 
of the overburdened farmer; but it would 
have given him no relief, while it might 
have sent money out of the State for in- 
vestment. Nobody can be compelled to 
lend money to farmers for less than money 
is worth to be used in other investments 
‘han farm mortgages, The source of the 





condition that forces him to mortgage his 
land; and that is, selling at low prices and 
buying at high prices, which is for him the 
net result of the blessed policy of ‘ protec- 
tion to American industry.” 





It is generally agreed, as we pointed out 
would be the case, that the Ways and 
Means Committee has lost the confidence of 
the country and of Congress by its absurd 
and silly vacillation. But there now ap- 
pears to be a new reason for the delay that 
has taken place. It is reported that the 
President has made up his mind that the 
silver question must be taken up first. We 
can imagine no rational explanation of such. 
a policy, though a rational explanation for 
Mr. HaARRISON’s conduct is not always 
either necessary or possible. It looks as if 
he sought refuge from the storm of dissent 
and discontent aroused by the tariff in 
the presentation of a silver scheme which 
may escape such severe criticism by the 
fact that few persons can understand it. 
He is the more likely to reason in this way 
because he is on record with a confession 
that he does not understand the question 
himself, Whatever may be the purpose or 
view of the White House, it is certain that 
unusual eftorts are being made to secure 
some sort of agreement on a silver Dill. 
But as yet we have seen no evidence that 
an agreement that can command a majority 
of either house has been reached. 











REFORM IN THE CARE OF THE 

INSANE. 

Yesterday Gov. Hitt signed the bill pro- 

viding for State care of the indigent insane. 
With the exception of providing the addi- 
tional accommodations for patients that 
will be required at the several State asy- 
lums, this act completes the triumph of a 
jong-continued effort to secure a great 
philanthropic reform, and prepares the way 
for 2 final abolition of the wrongs and 
abuses of the county care system. That 
system grew up in a spontaneous fashion 
in the early history of the State, and it was 
in 1830 that Gov. THROOP first called at- 
tention to the privations and neglect under 
which the insane suffered in the county 
poorhouses. This led to investigation and 
committee reports, and finally in 1836 an 
act was passed providing for the estab- 
lishment of the first State lunatic asy- 
lum at Utica, This was the first 
step in establishing the policy of State 
care, which it was then intended to make 
general and permanent. The new institu- 
tion was not completed and opened until 
1843, and in the course of a few years it 
was so filled as to force many insane per- 
sons back upon the counties. In 1855 a 
convention of County Superintendents 
called upon the State to ‘make ample and 
suitable provision for all its insane not in a 
condition to residein private families,” and 
declared that no insane person should be 
treated in any county poorhouse or other 
‘*receptacle” in which paupers were main- 
tained. 
This started the agitation anew, but it 
was not until 1865 that further provision 
for State care was made by the passage of 
the ‘*Willard Asylum act,” The asylum 
for which it provided was completed in 
1869 and was intended for chronic cases, 
the acute insane being treated at Utica. 
All the counties of the State except New- 
York, Kings, and Monroe were thereafter 
prohibited from caring for their chronic 
insane, but it was not many years be- 
fore the Willard Asylum became over- 
crowded. Many cases, both chronic 
and acute, were again left on the hands 
of the county authorities. The State 
Board of Charities was established in 
1867, and in 1871 the pressure upon the 
State accommodations had become so great 
that an act was passed permitting that 
board to exempt from the requirements of 
the act of 1865 such counties as might 
show that they had made proper provision 
for the care of the chronic insane. This 
was a decided backward step in the State 
care policy, and exemptions were made 
until all the horrors of the county care sys- 
tem were restored in many of the counties 
of the State. 

The State Charities Aid Association was 
first formed in 1872 as a voluntary philan- 
thropic organization to leok after the 
objects of public care in the charitable 
institutions. In 1881 it first obtained the 
statutory right of entrance into public 
institutions for the purpose of visiting and 
inspection. In its third annual report, as 
early as 1875, it began calling attention to 
the condition of the insane in the county 
poorhouses, and urging the policy of State 
care. It recommended the extension of the 
State institutions by means of small de- 
tached buildings in preference to multiply- 
ing the massive structures which had been 
begun. The association continued to give 
attention to the subject in its reports, 
but in 1886 it determined to set out 
upon an effort to get something done. As 
the result of a thorough study of the sub- 
ject, it devoted a large part of its fifteenth 
annual report in 1887 to ‘* Legislation for 
the Insane,” dwelling upon the condition 
of things in the county poorhouses, and 
urging with much earnestness the adoption 
of a complete State-care system. This 
report was prepared by the association’s 
special Committee on Legislation for the 
Insane, of which Miss Louisa LEE ScHUY- 
LER was the Secretary, and it was followed 
bv the draft of a measure for carrying outits 
suggestions prepared by Prof. THEODORE 
W. Dwicut. This was introduced in the 
Assembly late in the session of 1888 by 
Gen. Curtis. It served little more than to 
direct public attention forcibly to the sub- 
ject and to secure recognition in the Legis- 
lature. 

During the year 1888 the interest of Mr. 
OscaR CraIG of the State Board of Char- 
ities was enlisted in the movement, and ho 
made a personal inspection of the county 
institutions, which resulted in the report 
of that Board in January, 1889, favoring 
the State-care policy. The bill was intro- 
duced and ably advocated last year by 
Gen. BATCHELLER in the Assembly and by 
Mr. Fassett in the Senate. It was passed 
by the latter body, but failed in the As- 
sembly. This year the reformers received 

@ (powerful reinforcement in the new Com- 
mission in Lunacy, whose first annual 





report contained a graphic exposure

perfected form, was introduced in the As- 
sembly by Mr. AcKER, who proved to be 
an able and tireless champion of the meas- 
ure. He carried it through successfully 
after a warm contest, battling not only the 
direct opposition but the insidious efforts 
to weaken the measure by amendment, 


of 


''This gave Mr, Fassett a comparatively 


easy task in the Senate, where the bill was 
passed without change on the 2d of April. 
It is the purpose of this act to secure as 
speedily as possible the complete establish- 
mentand the permanent maintenance of the 
system of State care for all the indigent in- 
sane. It provides for dividing the State 
into as many districts as there are State 
asylums, and requires the insane of the 
counties within each district to be sent to 
the asylum of that district when sufficient 
accommodations have been provided. The 
privilege allowed under certain conditions 
of sending an insane person out of the dis- 
trict of his residence is intended to accom- 
modate those who may have a pref- 
erence for the homeopathic asylum. 
Various humane provisions are made, 
such as those requiring proper cloth- 
ing and comfortable transportation, 
with female attendants for women, &c. 
An excellent feature of the law is that re- 
quiring increased accommodation to be 
provided by means of detached buildings 
of moderate size, capable of indefinite ex- 
tension. It is in the interest of complete 
classification and individual treatment of 
cases according to their characteristics and 
requirements. It is intended that the 
most advanced and enlightened methods 
shall be applied, as can only be done under 
a State system. The detached building 
plan 1s also in the interest of economy, and 
the expense is limited to $550 for each 
patient as the cost of constructing and 
equipping buildings. State maintenance 
will not in the end be more costly 
than local, while it will be much more 
effective and humane, and the expense will 
be more equitably adjusted. The cost to 
the counties will be equalized until such 
time as the State is prepared to assume the 
care of all the insane and bear all the ex- 
pense. The counties of New-York, Kings, 
and Monroe have been excepted because 
they have fully-equipped and properly-man- 
aged institutiens of their own on ascale 
similar to that of State asylums, but they 
are permitted to come under the law when- 
ever they may desire to do so on turning 
their institutions over te the State upon ac- 
ceptable terms and conditions. In the 
meantime they will care for their own in- 


‘sane and contribute their full share to the 


support of the State system. It is gratify- 
ing that the support of the State Care bill 
in beth branches of the Legislature was 
non-partisan, and it has received the ap- 
proval of a Governor who is cautious in his 
scrutiny of public measures increasing State 
expenses, Its purpose-is one that must 
commend itself to all humane and fair- 
minded men who give it attention. 





A SOUTHERN OUTRAGE, 

We. advise Mr. Hoar and Mr. CHANDLER 
and the other palwozoic Republicans in the 
Senate to prepare for an investigation into 
the Fifth Congressional District of North 
Carolina, now represented by the Hon. 
JoHN M. Brower, Republican. It is re- 
ported on good authority that in the Con- 
gressional election this Fall a very large 
number of negro Republican votes are to 
be suppressed for the express and avowed 
purpose of defeating the re-election of the 
honorable gentleman who has represented 
the district for the last two terms. The 
Republican Party has bound the Executive 
and Congress in the plainest fashion to pre- 
serve theintegrity of the ballot in the South, 
and especially to see that every Republican 
negro shall cast his vote for a Republican 
candidate and have it counted. In this 
instance, where a Congressional election is 
to be held, we call the attention of the ven- 
erable Senatorial champions ot the negro’s: 
rights to the fact that it is not a matter of 
mere local concern. It may affect the inter- 
ests of the entire Nation, and any body of 
men who conspire together in this remote 
North Carolina district to prevent the elec- 
tion of a Republican Congressman should 
be held to a strict account. All the powers 
of the Federal Government, pow in com- 
plete control of the Republican Party, may 
and should be brought to bear to prevent 
the consummation of this flagrant outrage, 
and to punish the guilty plotters. 

It may be said that no one seems to know 
exactly what the powers are that the Fed- 
eral Government has in such cases, but no 
one but a carping Mugwump weuld sug- 
gest that as an excuse for inaction. We 
are confident that Messrs. Hoar and 
CHANDLER, and, if need be, Mr. EDMUNDS, 
can discover some means of dealing with 
the case as effective, as constitutional, and 
and asingenious as those they have hith- 
erto proposed for similar cases. In any 
event, itis obvious that at least a special 
committee, with power to send for persons 
and papers, to employ a stenographer and a 
Sergeant at Arms, and to make a pleasant 
trip to Nerth Carolina in Pullman cars, is 
required. Such acommittee could throw 
a good deal of light on the manner in which 
the electoral rights of citizens are treated 
in North Carolina, and, to a great extent, 
in nearly all the Southern States. If it 
could net by exposure defeat the plot against 
Mr. BROWER, it could provide the means 
for firing the hearts of the farmers in the 
Ohio and, Upper Mississippi Valleys, and in- 
ducing them once more to vote for a Re- 
publican candidate in numbers sufficient to 
offset the base enemies of Republicanism 
and liberty in North Carolina and the 
South. 

The state of affairs which the committee 
would discover, and could report if it chose 
to do so, would be highly. interesting and 
edifying, It weuld find that this organized 
attempt to repress the negro vote is in the 
hands of the negroes themselves. It would 
find that only last week a convention of 
some three hundred of.these men, of various 
degrees of darkness of skin, but all of 
pure Republican complexion as to politics, 
met at Greensborough, and after denounc- 
ing Mr. BRowER and the Harrison Admin- 
istration for failure to “recognize” their 
jong and earnest fealty to the party, pro-

to work for the defeat of Mr, BrowzR by 
keeping the negroes away from the polls 
and allowing the whites to do all the vot- 
ing, Here is obviously a typical Southern 
outrage, with all the elements of injury to 
the Republican Party and danger to the 
atk of the covenant of the tariff 
that have excited the indignation and 
sympathy of our Republican leaders in 
the Senate for so longatime. Plainly they 
cannot afford to ignore or neglect it. If it 
is allowed to go on without interruption 
the dreadful: system will’rapidly spread 
throughout the South, and it will be prac- 
tically impossible to elect a single Repub- 
lican from that section, which everybody 
knows is a violation of the sacred right of 
suffrage as guaranteed by the constitu- 
tional amendments. The “fruits of the 
war’ will be lost beyond hope of recovery, 
the South will again ‘be in the saddle,” 
the tariff will be reduced, and—most horrible 
of ali—the fourth-class Post Offices will no 
longer be given exclusively to Republican 
workers. There is not a moment to be lost. 
Something must be done, and quickly. If 
CHANDLER arid Hoar and EDMUNDS don’t 
know what to do, they will have to suffer 
the consequences. 





IS THIS WANAMAKER’S WORK? 

On the 12th of April, last Saturday, ten 
letter carriers in the Post Office of Pitts- 
burg, Penn., were dismissed from their 
places on three days’ notice. They were all 
Democrats. One of them applied to the 
Postmaster, Mr. JAMES S. McKran, for the 
reasons of this brutal order. “I know 
nothing about it,” was the reply he got. 
‘The orders came from Washington, and I 
am only carrying them out, as I am in duty 
bound to do.” The carrier insisted on 
knowing whether there were any charges 
brought against him and his comrades, but 
he could get no other answer than the one 
above cited. The Postmaster declared that 
he knew nothing about the reasons for the 
discharges. 

On the face of the facts, the Postmaster’s 
story seems unlikely. Changes in the force 
of carriers are not ordinarily made from 
Washington. If there is a reduction of 
force required the number to be discharged 
is determined, in some cases, by the de- 
partment, but the officer in charge of the 
office is not only allowed but required to 
select the persons to be discharged. He is 
responsible for the work of the men. He 
alone can know which can most fairly 
to them and most advantageously to the 
sérvice be dropped. The selection of the 
men by name from Washington would be a 
most irregular proceeding and entirely in- 
consistent with the requirements of good 
administration. Since the men are all 
Democrats, there is scarcely room for doubt 
that the motive is partisanship and that 
the Postmaster has connived at it, if he has 
not been an active designer of it. 

Undoubtedly the act is in violation of the 
civil service rules, which have the force of 
law. These rules require that no one in 
the service shall be advanced or degraded 
for political reasons, and that any one 
guilty of doing so shall be dismissed from 
the service in consequence. But, of course, 
it would be very ditticult and practically im- 
possible to prove against their own denials 
that those engaged in the business had 
partisan reasons. And, as the punishment 
would depend. on either Mr. WANAMAKER 
or the President, and would rest in his dis- 
cretion, it would not be inflicted. Mr. 
WANAMAKER is Officially responsible, but 
he is not likely to punish himself, and Mr. 
HARRISON is much more likely to be ypar- 
ticeps criminis than to act the part of a just 
judge. The whole thing is perfectly char- 
acteristic, and faithful Republicans who 
feel called upon to endure it in silence will 
hardly be consoled with the thought that 
WANAMAKER and HARRISON are professed- 
ly pious,

BISMARCK AND VON CAPRIVI. 

Gen. VON CAPRIVI made yesterday what 
must be regarded as his first appearance in 
German politics. It was only in the Prus- 
sian Diet, a body much more homogene- 
ous and much more manageable than the 
Reichstag, nor did it give any indication of 
the parliamentary quality of the new Chan- 
cellor, except theinexperience to which he 
himself called attention in his opening 
speech. It was a matter of course that he 
should pledge himself “ to foster the mon- 
archic feeling in Prussia and the national 
feeling throughout the empire.” The an- 
nouncement is more significant that he has 
forbidden the giving of any official infor- 
mation to the press, reserving all such in- 
formation which is thought proper to pub- 
lish for the official gazetteer. 

This may not mean very much, but so 
far as it goes it indicates the determina- 
tion of the new Chancellor to get ‘on with- 
out the assistance of the press thus invited 
to get on without any assistance from him. 
In spite of BISMARCK public opinion is quite 
as necessary as ‘‘ blood and iron” to the 
successful operation even of the German 
Government, and he himself has made very 
skillful use of the agencies that mainly af- 
fect it. He had been an effective journalist 
in his time, as well as the most effective 
orator of his time, if we judge oratory by 
its results. His successor is entirely with- 
out experience in either of these arts, and 
he is therefore comparatively helpless to 
affect public opinion.- Moreover, he lacks 
éntirely the weight that BISMARCK de- 
rived from his great public services, if he 
does not lack that which BISMARCK de- 
rived from his stalwart personality. When 
the new Chancellor wishes for anything at 
the hands of the Reichstag his demand will 
be judged by that body according to its in- 
herent reasonableness. It would have been 
bad for BISMARCK and not good for his im- 
perial “‘master” if his demands upon the 
Reichstag had always been received and 
judged in that way. He was often able to 
carry measures which the Reichstag if left 
to itself would have rejected, but which it 
accepted when he proposed them, partlyjout 
of that delight to honor the man which has 
for years been common to the whole 
German Nation, and partly out of a 
somewhat blind confidence in his judg- 
ment and a sincere deference to it, No 
successor’ could command both these 








sources of parliamentary influence. This 


"means that the Government of Prussia and 








of Germany will henceforth necessarily be 
much more a parliamentary Government 
than it has been heretofore, when its delib- 
erations were disturbed by the powerful 
personality of BisMaRcK, while at the same 
time the Government loses in the Chan- 
cellor, who is ex officio its representative 
and spokesman, all the parliamentary skill 
and experience it has had at command. 
The task of “ fostering the monarchic feel- 
ing in Prussia and the national feeling 
throughout the empire” has thus become 
one of extreme difficulty, and unless Gen. 
VON CAPRIVI develops patliamentary tal- 
ents quite irrelevant to his previous work 
and his professional training it isto be ap- 
prehended that we shall shortly see bim 
staggering “‘under the too vast orb of his 
fate.” 

There will be one member of the Reichs- 
tag by whom his flounderings will be viewed 
ina most unsympathetic spirit, and that 
is his predecessor. BISMARCK has caused 
it to be given out that he does not mean to 
take the part of a chronic critic of the 
Government, but that ‘‘he will not refrain 
from expressing his views on momentous 
occasions.” Doubtless this announcement 
reflects accurately his state of mind. But, 
as he himself has quitted the Chancellor- 
ship in circumstances that have left a sore- 
ness in his mind, he would be more than 
human, instead of being intensely human, 
if he desired to smooth the pathway 
of his successor, or to cause his own 
retirement not to be regretted. Poor 
Gen. VON CAPRIVI would not be enviable 
even if BIsMARCK had retired absolutely 
and become the Sage of Friedrichsruh. 
Now he will have to deliver his official 
statements and propositions in the presence 
of a man whom the Reichstag will hear 
with far more respect than it will hear 
himself withal, a man who knows as much 
of the politics of Europe as any other man 
in it, and a man who may reasonably be 
suspected of a desire to put the Chancellor 
“in a hole.” This is really a frightful 
ordeal for a novice like Von CaprIivi 
to look forward to at the hands of 
a veteran like BISMARCK, whose rude 
and malign sense of humor will henceforth 
be entirely unchecked by considerations of 
official responsibility or political prudence. 
BISMARCK, in a word, will re-enter the 
Reichstag as a Mugwump, and a most for- 
midable Mugwump he is likely tobe. Of 
course, Ke himself is much in favor of “‘ fos- 
tering the .monarchic feeling in Prussia 
and the national feeling throughout the 
empire.” But that is not in the least likely 
to prevent him from demonstrating to the 
Reichstag that the appointment of Gen. 
VON CAPRIVI in his place was a mistake, 
and the demonstration is likely to be made 
without the slightest consideration for the 
feelings of that unfortunate man. 











It is curious that there should still be 
fny feeling that would make an “issue” 
out of the question whether a regiment of 
New-York militia should or should not at- 
tend the unveiling of a statue of Gen. LEE. 
To men under thirty it is quite inex- 
plicable. It1s a quarter of a century since 
LEE surrendered, and it is at least twenty 
years since any American has maintained 
as propositions of practical politics the 
right of aman to hold slaves or the right 
of a State to secede. Nobody now has 
any doubt that Gen. LEE was a conscien- 
tious and high-minded man, as well as a 
brave and skillful soldier, and his coun- 
trymen may well honor him, now that 
there is not the least danger that any of 
them will repeat what a great majority of 
them believe to have been his errors, The 
late Gov. FORAKER of Ohio was about 
the last person to maintain the con- 
trary. At the funeral of Gen. GRANT, 
among the most impressive incidents was 
the appearance of the Governor of Virginia 
as one of the aides of the Marshal, and of 
four companies of the militia of that State. 
It did not require much magnanimity, per- 
haps, twenty years after the war was over, 
for the vanquished to send mourners to the 
funeral of the leader of the victors, but it 
requires less, twenty-five years after the 
close of the war, for the representatives of 
the successful side to do homage to the 
memory of the most illustrious among the 
defeated.

MR. ANSORGE’S CONCERT. 

Conrad Ansorge, a resident pianist who is 
favorably known to lovers of good music, gave 
an uncommonly interesting convert at Stein- 
way Hall last evening. The oceasion was 
rendered notable by the fact that Mr. An- 
sorge appeared not only as an executive 
musician, but as a composer, His dramatic 
symphony, “Orpheus,” was performed 
for the first time by Theodore Thomas and his 
orchestra, and proved to be a work of more 
than ordinary merit. It does not follow the 
classical symphonie form at all, butis divided 
into three movements, which are designated as 


follows: “Orpheus,” ‘Orpneus’s ai 
rg ove song in Hades,” ed ~Oepheat and 


eM aes has foll 

sorge ollowed the thematic treat- 
ment of Schumann in his D minor symphony, 
and of Liszt in using the same thematic mate- 
Tial in each of his three movements. It was 
evident at this first hearing of the work that 
there is a sroen dea in it which escapes the un- 
prepared auditor. There is a large amount 
of intricate and carefully worked-out elabo- 
Tation of the subject matter which is not eas- 
ily grasped by any one who has not seen 
the score. This must be set down ae a defect, 
for absolute music, which has not the advan- 
tages of operatic aoertne in the presence of a 
complementary and érefo explanatory 
text, shoula appeal directly and unmis- 
takably to the listener. Another defect is 
the somewhat disjointed phrasing of th 
composition, which breaks the continuity o 
its effect. Still another defect is the large 
dominance of the diminished seventh in its 
structure, which gives the work a general feel- 
ing of suspension, relieved much too infre- 
—, by resolutions into the major or minor 


To offset these defects, however, there are a 
high intelligence of design and a most effective 
use of the themes, In spite of the fact already 
noted, that not a little of the elaboration is 
lost to the hearer, a large pars of it 
carries its own argument with it ana 
is musically beautiful and convincing. Mr. 
Ansorge’s ide moreover, aré couched in in- 
stramentation intensely modern in spirit and 
remarkably rich in effectiveness. It is beyond 
dispute that the composer’s handling of 
the orchestra is masterly, end that the 
climaxes of his three movements are 
powerful aud moving. The composition 
as a whole is a fairly-suceessful at- 
tempt at the highest wv pe of programme music. 
It was received last night with very warm ap- 
plause, in spite of Ita rather rhapsodieal char- 
acter, ita extreme length, and its strong remi- 
niscence of the Liszt manner. 

Mr. Ansorge’s principal piano number was 
the Brahms concerto in D minor, which is sel- 
dom heard. That in B flat is tolerably famil- 
lar, having been performed here reeently by 
q@’Albert. Mr. Ansorge’s treatment of the 
diffigult and highly dramatic First Concerto 
last evening was exceilent in conception, in 
color, and in technical vigor. The audience 
appeared to be well pleased with his playing. 

© was heard also in Schumann’s variations in 
B flat major for two pianos, in which he was 
assisted by Rafael Joseffy. The concert closed 
with a performance of the vorspiel to “ Die 
roenae” by the orchestra under Mr, 
Thomas,

“RIGOLETTO.” 

There was abundant reason for the enthusi- 
astic recognition accorded the production of 
“Rigoletto” at the Metropolitan Opera House 
last night. A more symmetrical, well-rounded, 
and altogether satisfactory presentationof the 
masterpiece of Verdi’s earlier period has 
never been vouchsafed this public. The 
completeness of the mise en scdne was not the 
least commendable feature of the night’s pro- 
ceedings, while the ensemble may safely be 
said to have left little or nothing to be desired. 

Of the unthinking applause which causes the 
judicious to grieve there was a happy and grat- 
ifying absence. From the outset the audience 
was evidently intent upon awarding its favors 
purely upon merit. he masterly delivery 
of the orchestral prelude did not fail of 
quick recognition, which was heightened by 
the splendor of the opening scene and the 
excellent work of the chorus. Indeed, through- 
out the performanee the choristers were 
uneommonly effective, while the rendering 
of the male chorus, “Scorrende uniti,” was 
worthy of hearty and unqualified commenda- 
tion. The band under Signor Arditi’a baton 
paged with intelligent vigor and discretion. 

Signor Ravelli was in capital voice and spir- 
its, and added to the laurels already won py 
him in the part of the Duke. The “Questa 
o Quella” was quae with a spirit and dash 
which was hardly surpassed b the 
ever-enduriag “La Donua e Mobile,” 
which latter was ene redemanded. The 
Gilda of Mme. Albani has seldom, if ever, 
been excelled on this stage.- Lyricall 
and dramatically the impersonation was p= 4 
culated te disarm criticism. The tender- 
ness and artistic beauty of the’ prima donna’s 
volcing of the *‘Caro Nome” awakened a tu- 
mult of applause, the house rang with bravas, 
and Mme, Albani was many times recalied at 
the close of the act. 

The Rigoletto of Signor del Puente is too 
familiar to require any detailed aliugion to ita 
many excelleuces. He has an artistie eonce 
tion of the part, and admirably illustrates, in 
voice and action, the varying moods of the 
Jester. His work was particularly noteworthy 
for its evenness and finish, Mme. Fabpri made 
much of the small rdle of Maddalena, and Signor 
Novara was thoroughiy acceptable in that of 
Sparafuciice. Signor Vaschetti was the Monte- 
rone, and Mme. Bauermeister the Giovanna. 

The famous quartet, in the last act was sung 
superbly and had to be repeated. At the close 
of the performance the principal artists were 
— before the curtain and cheered to the 
echo. 





CHICKERING HALL. 

The third and last of Mr. Frank van der 
Stucken’s olassical concerts took place at 
Chickering Hall yesterday afternoon, and was 
altogether a very pleasant entertainment. The 
orehestra was in capital form, and played 


Reinecke’s “Dame Kobold” overture and 
Beethoven’s eighth symphony delightfully 
under Mr. van der tucken’s vigorous 


baton. The most interesting of the three solo 
features was beyond question Miss Maud 
Powell's performance of Max Brucn’s fine violin 
concerto in G minor. This young lady shows 
an artistic growth which is fairly commensur- 
ate with her promise, and she is to-day one of 
the artists who may be trusted atevery ap- 
pearance to give her auditors something well 
worth hearing. 

Mr. Oscar Sanger is a young baritone, and his 
singing of an aria from Spohr’s “ Jessonds” 
was, to speak frankly and without unkind in- 
tent, evecare J juvenile. Mr. Richara Hoff- 
man, Piavist, p ayed Mendelssohn’s “ Cappric- 
olo Brilliant,’’ with orchestra.

NO ILLEGAL MEHANS USED. 








Senator Fassett in asking om Monday for the 
recommitment to the Judiciary Committee of 
Senator Cantor’s biil to validate the act of the 
authorities of this city in granting the Broadway 
Railway Company the right to lay a cable on 
Broadway, remarked that a statement had been 
published to the effect that illegal means had 
been used by the company te secure the right 
The statement referred to by Senator Fassett 
is as follows: 

“It would be the biggest sensation of the year 
if William O. Whitney, Daniel 8. Lamont, or the 
other parties in the scheme would make pubiie 
the full programme s0 successfully carried out 
to put the cable on the Broaaway Rallroad.” 

When this was called to his attention last 
night, Col. Lamont said: 

“The bill at Albany is not our bill, but the 
city’s. Its sole object is to protect the city 
against any chance of flaw in the bond given 
by the Broadway Company to guarantee the 
payment of $150,000 annually to the city 
tor the right to substitute cable traction 
for horse power. We have no _ interest 
in it except to co-operate with the city autuori- 
ties and satisfy them of our good faith. [ts re- 
jection can in no manner defeat the changes, 
butit mightdelay us a few weeks. Further 
than that we don’t care abour the thing one 
way or the other. We expect to live up to our 
agreement. The ratification of the bend would 
bind any who may come after us in the man- 
agement of the road beyond any chance of es- 
cape. 

“ As to the story that the grant for a change 
of power was procured by the payment or 
promise of money or any private arrangement, 
that’s nonsense. Every detail of that transac- 
tion was a public proceeuing, and there waa 
nothing in connection withit that was in any 
manner concealed from the public.” 

“It was charged in a publication last Sat- 
urday,” said the reporter, ‘that the com- 
pany had set apart $100,000 for eounsel fees, 
and implied that that sum was used in influenc- 
ing the Aldermen.” 

“What I have said,” returned the Colonel, 
“covers that statement as well as the other. 
Not one dollar was paid to anybody to secure 
the passage of that ordinance.’”” Lawyer Elihu 
Root, when his attention was direeted to the 
two statements, said: ‘‘There is not one word 
of truthin them. Both are absolutely false.” 





NEWS ITEMS FROM MEXICO. 


Crry oF MEXICco, April 15, via Galveston.—A 
large party of excursionists left here to-day for 
San Luis Potosi and Tampico to attend the 
opening of the Central Railroad branch to 
Tampleo. 

It is believed that Gens. Barrundia and Bar- 
rios, Who are now in exile, one here and the 
other in the United States, will seon return to 
Guatemala. 

Preparations are being mado to begin work 
on the néw railroad between Aguas Calientes 
and Chamela, on the Pacific coast, under the 
Gonzalo Esteva concession. The contracts for 
the building ef the road will be letabout May 1. 

The work of improving the port of Vera Cruz 
is being pushed energetically. 

The Government concession to Noriega, a 
Spanish specuiater, for an immense hotel is 
bitterly attacked by the newspapers, which 
elaim that the Government had no right to 
make the grant. The concession includes a 
building occupied new as an orphan asylum. 

Mme. Romero Rubio, wife of the Secretary of 
the Interior and motber of President Diaz’, 
wife, who has been very ill, is declared out of 
danger.

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RETALIATION THE POLICY 


A SURPRISE FOR THE RURAL 
LAWMAKERS, 

SENATOR CANTOR SHOWS THAT A RULE 

MAY WORK BOTH WAYS — THE 

STATE CARE INSANE BILL SIGNED. 


ALBANY, April 15.—Quite an altercation oo 
ourred between Messrs. Cantor and Coggeshall 
in the Senate to-day. It arose over a bill of 
the latter’s, appropriating, by the city of Utica, 
the sum of $30,000 for a viaduct. Mr. Cogges- 
hall wanted it ordered to third reading. Mr. 
Cantor ferociously objected. Mr. Coggeshall 
arose pale with indignation and anger. 

“ This proposed legislation,” he began, “‘ seexs 
to permit the city of Utica toraise the sum of 
$30,000 for the purpose of constructing a via- 
duct across what is known as Ballou’s Creek, 
in that city, The contraet has been let; the 
Common Council has acted, and has unani- 
mously asked for its immediate passage; there 
is no objection to it, and there is an absolute 
necessity for it.” 

Senator Cantor said: “Ihave no doubt that 
this bill is a meritorious measure; 80 are local 
improvements for New-York City meritorious, 
but until a more liberal spirit ia shown by the 
majority toward improvements in that city, I 
think it is bat fair to us that we object to other 
local bilis on the same ground.” 

Senator Coggeshall promptly asked unani- 
mous consent to make a statement. ‘Senator 
Cantor exhibits a spirit that is not commend- 
able or praiseworthy,” he observed. “ Last 
night, in the discharge of what I believed to be 
a duty, I objected to a bill [the Broadway Vali- 
dating bill] that he introduced one week ago 
last night, being ordered to a third reading 
without its having been considered in Commit- 
tee of the Whole. It was a bill that was sume- 
thing more than he characterized it. It was 
not a mere local bill Having made that 
objection, as I _ believe, in the = dis- 
charge of my duty, Mr. Cantor imme- 
diately afterward, emulating the sehool- 
boy who ‘ makes faces’ at his playmate’s sister 
becaues he is ina pet, arose in his place and 
objected to the passage ofa bill that I had re- 
lating to the city of Rome, and which sought to 
promote and protect the public health. Now, 
again you see another exhibition of his Spite. 
I am giad ne has declared his spite and we 
know where he stands. I never have during 
my seven years of service acted in any such 
spirit Idonot wanttodoitnow. But if it be 
inaugurated here let Mr. Cantor and the other 
Senators from the city and county of New-York 
remember that there are blows to receive as 
well as blows to give.” E 

Senator Cantor retorted in kind: ‘ The dif- 
ficulty has been that New-York City has been 
receiving blows right straight along, and has 
not indulged in any retaliatory spirit. I think 
the time has come when the Representatives 
from New-York ought to do something to ad- 
vanee bills affecting their city. ‘There are con- 
cededly good measures affecting the city of 
New-York now bottled up inthe Cities Com- 
mittee, but because moneys are to be spent by 
Democratic authorities, we cannot get them re- 
ported, and I insist that New- York City is being 
unjustly and unfairly treated. I propose to 
give potice tnat, not singling out Senator 
Coggeshall, I shall take precisely the same 
course and adopt the same policy upon all 
measures affecting every other city in the 
Biate.” : 

Senator Coggeshall—And, Mr. Pressident, 
the Senator from the Twenty-second [Cogge- 
shall] gives notice that he will be in his seat, 
it he enjoys reasonable health, from. this time 
on to object to the passage or consideration of 
a singie bill affecting the city of New-York un- 
less it is reachei in its regular order. Now let 
us carry the war, if it need be, into Africa, and 
meet our friends who are here with their scalp- 
jing knives and tomahawks and gory sealps at 
their sides that they propose to dangie in our 
faces. Now let my friend, Senator Cantor, with 
the chip on his shoulder, put another one 
on the other shoulder, and prance about 
this chamber and tell what he is going to do; 
bat he will not bluff nor bulldoze nor scare me. 
I propose, as far as IT am concerned, to go into 
retaliatory legislation. I never have done it, 
and! would not doitif it were not for the fact 
thatit isimperatively Decessary that this bill 
should pass, and Senator Cantor sbould have 
Waited aud had alittle method |imhis madness, 
and some reason in his mind before he under- 
took tv stop legisiation that affected the rural 
districts, 

The bili was not progressed. 





Among the bills passed by the Senate was 
that of Mr. Deyo to repeal the ridiculous and 
expensive law passed last year allowing work- 
men in the Department of Public Works to re- 
eeive not less than $2 a day for their work. 
Senator O’Connor of Broome, who is one of the 
most courageous men in the Senate, handled it 
without gloves. He declared that no self- 
respecting workingman wanted it, and in the 
most sneering tones ailuded to * the leader of a 
Labor Party in Binghamton who was sup- 
poried by his wife.” The husband earned $4 
® week, the Senator said, and the wife $15. The 
bili was returned to the Assembly and will be 
sent to Gov. Hill oa 

A perfect circus reigned when the Senate 
killed the ridiculous Erwin bill reducing the rate 
of interest in this State from 6 to 5 per cent. 
No man ever made a better’or more desperate 
fight for a measure than Senator Erwin did for 
this. TheSenate, in Committee of the Whole, 
played footbali with it for a while, and injected 
awendments that destreyed it, aud Erwin roared 
like a lion at bay during the proceedings. Sen- 
ator Fasseit was in the chair, and repeatedly 
called Mr. Erwin to order, 

“TI know Iam out of oraer,” bellowed Erwin, 
“and [am going tostay outof order. If you 
want to kill this bill, kill it; not like boys, but 
like men.” 

Senator Brown of New-York heroically moved 
to strike out the enacting clause, the Senate 
cenourred, and the bil ldied.

The dangerous bill of Senator Ahearn of New- 
York, which prevides for the enlargement of tne 
Board of Edueation of New-York City to twenty- 
four members, tee three extra members to 
come from the first, second, and fourth school 
districts, and, hereafter, for tue appointment 
by the Mayorof eight School Commissioners 
instead of seven, one for each of the city school 
districts, failed of passage in the Assembly to- 
day by one vote. Mr. Martin of New-York im- 
mediately moved a reconsideration of the vote 
2nd that the motion lie upon the table, and the 
bill is thus in position to be called up again at 
any time. Two members, W. B. Burne of 
Onondaga and W. B. Leroy of Albany, who was 
seatei last night, claimed to have voted in the 
aflirmative, but their names were not reeorded. 
Mr. Martin asserts that he bas enough votes to 

aas the bill, and that several members who 

ad promised to support it went back on their 
words to-day. 

When tbe bill was reached Mr. King of New- 
York moved that it be recommitted to the Com- 
mittee on Public Jnstruction for a further hear- 
ing, and he made a vigorous speech in support 
of the motion. This vill, he said, innocent as it 
appeared, would in the end produce evil results, 
It should receive the thoughtful consideration 
of every member interested in the wel- 
fare of the public schools of New-York 
City. Granting, for the sake of argument, that 
the lower school districts of the city were neg- 
lected, he asked whether the blame was at- 
tributable to the Board of Education or to the 
ditficulties inherent in the great task of provid- 
ing suitable and sufticient accommodation for 
the great number of children in the city annual- 
ly seeking an education. 

“TI believe the facts to be these,” he said. 
“The school population is increasing at a won- 
derful rate in the upper part of the city whiie 
below Feurteentb-street it is constantly de- 
creasing. It is literally true that in the upper 
districts thousands of ebildren are running in 
the streets because accommodations and means 
for their education cannot be provided. In 
view of the present conditions it is evident 
that the Board of Education ought years ago to 
have purchased sites for schools up town. But 
a niggardly policy was pursued and to-day 
there 18 bot, in my opinion, mopey enough at 
the disposal of the Beard of Education to enable 
it to satisfy the public demand for better edu- 
eational facilities. Tne experiment of having 
a representation in the board from both wards 
and districts has already been tried and avan- 
doned. This bill simpiy injects politica into our 
public school system.” 

Mr. R. J. Lewis of New-York supported the 
contention of Mr. King that the bill should be 
recommitted. The motion to recommiit was 
loat—63 to 35. Dr. Biumenthal ef New-York 
was the only Demoerat who supported Mr. 
King. The Republicans who voted with Martin 
were: Fish of Putnam, Gibbs of New-York, 
Ballantine of Delaware, Bennett of Wayne, 
Curtis of St. Lawreuce, H. ©. Johnson of 
Queens, Jones of Monroe, Kurth of Kings, 
i/Hommedieu of Orleans, Miller of Genesee, 
Mott of Madison, J. K. O'Connor of Oneida, 
Sawmiller of Onundaga, Stranahan of Oswego, 
Thompson of Allegany, and Willis of Schuyier.

cently Senator Fassett introduced a bil in- 


creasing the salary of the Mayor of Elmira 
from $300 to $1,200 per year. In explanation, 
he said the people of Elmira were in favor of 
the change, and he was also frank enough to 
say that the Republicans hoped to elect the 
next Mayor. The bill passed the Senate 
and came to the House and was referred 
to the Committee on Cities, of which 
Mr. Andrus of Erie is Chairman, That 
gentleman proposed to keep it in the com- 
mittee room until the result of the election 
could be known, but Dr. Bush of Elmira lured 
Andrus into the smoking room one day, and 
during their absenee the bill was dragKed out. 
It passed the House and went to the Governor, 
ani in the meantime the Democrats captured 
the Elmira election, Mr. Fassett lost ali desire 
to increase the Mayor's salary, and this morn- 
ing a conourrent resolution came from the 
Senate requesting that the bill be reealied from 
the Governor, 

Dr. Bush at once moved to non-concur. He 
said the people of Elmira desired the passage 
of the bill. but that senator Fassett wisbed to 
kill it for reasons which were obvious to all ac- 
quainted with the situation. 

Mr. Acker of Steuben expressed the opinion 
that the House should not be so aiscourteous 
as to refuse the request of the Senate, and by a 
strictly party vote of 56to51 the House sua- 
tained his views. Mr. Fassett can now smother 
the bill without aiffieulty. 


The Senate and Assembly met in joint session 
in the Assembly Chamber to-day at 12 o’clock 
and elected Pliny T. Sexton of Palmyra and T,

W. B. Le Roy of Albany, the successful con- 
testant for the seat of slichael C. Gillice in the 
Assembly, was sworn in this morning. 


To-day the bill of Mr. Acker of Steuben 
establishing a code of evidence came up in the 
Assembly for final passage and was lost on a 


vote of 58 to 44. Mr. Acker moved to recon- 
sider the vote, and will try to pass the bill when 
there is a full atteudance, It was dwn by 
David Dudley Field, Judge Rumsey, and Judge 
Follett, and Mr. Acker declared that it was as 
nearly perfect as great legal skill could make it. 


The bill introducea by Col. Webster of New- 
York increasing the pay of the park police of 
the city of New York and putting them ona 
footing with the regular ay f police passed the 
Assembly to-night. ‘his is a bad bill, and 
members of the park police have been 
assessed for a fuad to be used in get- 
ting it through the Legislature. Col. Webster 
suid to-night that he supposed the biil was per- 
fectly legitimate when he consented to intro- 
duce it, and thatifit was baad he would prefer 
to see itdie. As faras be was concerned, he 
wished it aistinctly understood that its passage 
through the House had cost no man a cent. 

Another biil of Col. Webster’s which provides 
that connections of lateral drains, with main 
sewers in the vity of New-York must be made 
before pavement is laid has passed the House. 
The granting or refusal of permits for making 
such connections after pavement is iodged in 
the Department of Public Works by the pro- 
visions of this bili. oN 

The ‘‘Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Ward” 
bill, which was introduced by Senator Stadler 
and provides for the election of a Commissioner 


o! Street Improvements for these wards, will 
be reporied favorably to-morrow by the Assem- 
bly Committes on Cities, in the shape in which 
itleft the Senate.

The Fassett Rapid-Transit bill was reported 
in the House this morning from the Senate, and 
was referred at once to the Committee on ,Rail- 
roads. As soon as the morning eession ad- 
journed, Mr. Kimball called his Kailrodd Com- 
mittee together to take aclion on the bill, Ail 
the; members were present except Mase of 
Dutchess, who is suffering with brouobitis.

Then, turning to Mr. Fish, he asked, **Do you 
represent any interests ?” 

“Yes, L represent some property owners,” 
Was the reply. 

After some little quibbling and wriggling on 
the part of the committee, Mr. Johnson of 
Queens moved that the bill be reporteu tavor- 
ably to-morrow, in order to give it a position in 
the House, aud that it be recomupitied to the 
committee for the purpose of a hearing. Chair- 
wan Kimball explained that he did not pro- 
pose to delay tue passage of the bill for any 
irifling reason, Mr, Jonnson’s motion was unan- 
imously carried, but subsequently Mr. Hitt and 
Mr. Townsend, Democrats, feared that their 
votes committed them to the final passage of 
the bill, and they changed them to the negative. 
The bill will be reported to the Assembly to-mor- 
row however. we! 

Senator Saxton’s amended Ballot-Reform bill 
was ordered to third reading in the Senate to- 
day after brief consideration in Committee of 
the Whole, the rules having been suspended to 
progress it. The Democrats only offered fac- 
tious opposition to its advancement, but made 
no argument against it while it was 
being considered. Senator Saxton to-night 
is preparing several amendments to 
the bill, which be will insert when 
it comes up for final passage. The policy of 
the Democrate is to let the bill go through with- 
out any friction, for as a Democrat who is very 
close to Gov. Hill said to THe Timus’s corre- 
spondent to-aight, ‘‘ The Governor is bound to 
vVetv this bili. He never will consent to the 
official ballot, and if the Legislature remained 
in session long enough he would veto twenty 
bills providing the Legislature passed them and 
even contained the exclusive baliot provision.” 


The Senate to-night gave two disgusting exhi- 
bitions of Senatorial depravity. The first was 
in killing the Stein bill to reduce pawnbrokers’ 


charges, the second in jumping through the 
bill that bas been condemned by the Aqueduct 
Commissioners, and that proposes to allow the 
aqueduct contractors to submit their claims to 
arbitration. The public execution of the 
Stein bill was erhaps one of the 
most audacious displays made by a legis- 
lative body. The foolisk young man 
who introduced the bill in the Assembly, who 
fb... been for two weeks charging that ** boodle” 
was to be used to kill it, and who yesterday 
went so far as to state that $45,000 was placed 
bere for that purpose, mentioning the names 
of Senators in a reckless manner, is respon- 
sible for the death of the bill. After 
his thoughtless rantings, the Senate grasped 
the epportunity, under the guise of vindicating 
its dignity, to get out of a very small aperture 
and to kick the bill outof the Chamber. There 
is not aman around the Capitol that does not 
believe that money has been freely spent to 
give the bill its quietus. 

But the conduct of the Senate in passing the 
Aqueduct bill was even more defiant of public 
opinion and consideration forthe city Treasury 
ot New-York. Mr. Erwin of St. Lawrence 
County, who introduced the bill and pushed it 
forward 80 expeditiously, simply asked that it 
have its third reading. Every New-York City 
Senator was in bis place, but not one of them ob- 
jected. The bill «was read. Not one word 
was spoken for or against it. Tne roll 
was eailed. There was an unbroken string of 
aftirmatives till Mr. Ives’s name was called. He 
started off to explain his vote, and had proceea- 
ed aa far as “I don’t think that this bill ought 
to pass,” when the Lieutenant Governor called 
him to ord»r. Mr. Ives continued: “ The Sen- 
ate should not pass this bill,” when he was 
again ruled out by the Chair, Mr. Ives was the 
only Senator who voted against the bill. Sena- 
tor O’Connor essayed to explain his vote, 
but the Chair was as curt to him as he 
had been to Ives. The bill passed, 19 tol. Of 
the seven Senators from ew-York, Brown, 
Roesch, ana Stadler voted for it, Ives against 
it, and Ahearn, Cantor, and Stewart dodged, 
As the bill proposes to take from the city Treas- 
ury anywhere from $6,000,000 to $10,000, , 
the metropolis should certainly be preud of her 
Benators. ae 


After a long debate which developed much

Judge Greene of Orange asked if municipal 
bonds in many of the States mentioned in the 
bill were not now below par, and if these would 
not, if the bill became a law, rise immediately 
to par. Mr. Rhodes replied in the negative. 
Judge Greene said he had a stock lst which 
showed that many bonds comprised in the bill 
really were below par. He then proceeded to 
characterize the bill as bad, and safd that its 
passave would lead to big speculations. 
Mr. J. Irving Burns of Westchester declared 
that the law sought to be euacted was of a 
Piratical nature and ought not to pass. In his 
opinion there were not enough safeguards 
around savings banks at present. Mr. 
Fish of Putnam remarked that tne time 
had certainly come when the savings 
banks should be permitted to earn more 
money. Messrs. Acker and Whipple attacked 
the bill, the latter maintaining that Judge 
Greene’s argument had not been satisfactorily 
answered. It ought to be killed, for it estab- 
lished a bad precedent. The vote to advance 
the bill to third reading was strong enough to 
make Mr. Khodes very happy. 























The Governor to-day signed the State Care of 
the Insane pill. This action finally completes 
the most important work of the State Commis- 


sion in Lunacy thus tar attempted in the first 
year of its existence, the Legislature having 
followed the recommendations contained in 
the first annual report of the commission 
on this subject to the last detail. By the 
terms of the act ali of the pauper and 
indigent insane in all the counties or the State 
except New-York, Kings, and Monroe wili be 
cared for and maintained by the State without 
any charge or expense whatever to the coun- 
ties. Lhe number of insane aifected by this 


bill is a little less than 2,300, less than 
Oove-half of the whole number now 
cared for by the state. No asyluws 


are to be built, as the State had before 
the passage of the bill adopted plans for aud 
eniered upon the construction of buildings in 
which 1,600 of the number to be cared for can 
be accommodated, leaving only 700 to be pro- 
vided for by the ereetion of small detached 
buildings on the grounds of the present State 
asylums, at a cost of $550 per patient, or $385,- 
000 tor the whole number. Hereafier no pauper 
or indigent insane person can be returned from 
a Stale asylum to a county asylum. 


Mr. Charles F. Cutler, President of the Metro- 
politan Telephone Company of New-York City, 
argued this afternoon before the Assembly 


Committee on Gas and Electricity against the 
bill of Mr. Clarke of New-York, which fixes the 
limit of reguiar telephone charges In the city 
at $84 per year. Mr. Cutier taiked long and dis- 
jointedly on the eubject of telephone serv- 
ice in New-York, claiming that it could not 
protitably be renuered for less than the 
present price, $150 per year. For this sum 
subscribers were afforded the privilege of taik- 
ing with 8,000 people, a greater number than 
any other telephone exchange in the world 
could boast. New-York City had more tele- 

hones than France, and New-York and Brook- 
yn had more than Great Britain. In London 
the price was $100 ayear tor service whieh 
New- Yorkers would not tolerate. The cost of 
operating telephones in London was not more 
than 50 per cent. of that of the New-York serv- 
ice, 80 the comparison between New-York and 
London wae manifestly unfair. The true basis 
on which telephone raies should be considered 
was the value of the service to subscribers. 

“I do not believe,” said Mr. Cutler, “ that the 
big business men of New-York City are in sym- 
pathy with this movement to reduce telephone 
rates. They desire the quickest aud best service 
possible, and are willing to pay for 1. The ex- 
pense of employes alone costs us over $40 for 
each subscriber. We employ over 800 persons 
at an annual expense of over $500,000. To-day 
the business wili not pay 749 per cent. on tbe 
capital stock. There have been numerous un- 
successful attempts in various Stutes to secure 
legislation of the kind now proposed. In Indi- 
ana the rate was reduced severul years ago, 
with the result that the telephone service was 
practically ruined,” 

Mr. Cutier invited the members of the com- 
mittee to visit New-York and examine the 
workings of the present system, promising to 
give themevery Opportunity to judge for them- 
selves Whether the prices paid by subscribers is 
more than the expense of maiutenance de- 
wands. ‘the committee then went into execu- 
tive session. The friends of the bill have not 
handled it very skiilfully this year.

Dr. J. Baxter Upham, a retired physician, resid. 
ing at 44 West Seventeenth-street, has made an 
assignment to Robert L. Nilesand Robert B. Up- 
ham. Mr. Niles said yesterday that Dr. Upham 
had formerly practiced in Boston, but had given 
that up many vears ago and had since lived on his 
money.

He further said 
that he could not tell what Dr. Upham’s liabilities 
were, as the latter kept no systematic accounts, bat 
had ‘kept his buiness in his head. From other 
sources it was learned that Dr. Upham had former. 
ly been Vice President of the Silver Springs, Ocala 
and Guift Ralroad Company, but resigned at the 
last election.

THE THEFT OF MONTANA 
TET 

HER VOIOB HEARD, BUT WILL 

NOT BE HEBEDED, 

THE REPUBLICAN SENATORS TO BE 

SEATED TO-DAY—THE SILVER QUES- 

TION—MR. WANAMAKER’S ZEAL. 


WASsmiNGTON, April 15.—The voice of Mon- 
tana is being heard in'the Senate, but no heed 
is to be paid to the proteat that is expressed at 
the polls in that State against the outrage that 
the Republicans are about to perpetrate in 
seating Sanders and Power. It was only a 
week ago that at the municipal election in 
Helana, with “Precinct No. 34” as the watch- 
word, the usual Republican majority was re- 
versed and Democratic officers were elected by 
the majorities commonly given [to Republican 
candidates, 
There was another municipal election in 
Butte yesterday. The city of Butte isin the 
county in which is Precinct No. 34, upon the 
vote of which the Senatorial case turns. The 
Democrats nominated for Mayor one of the least 
appropriate men in the whole city. He was un- 
doubtedly not a candidate to be proud of. The 
Republicans selected for their candidate, a Dr. 
Leavitt, a practicing physician, and, by Demo- 
cratic account, not only a popular man, dut in 
every respect superior to his opponent. When 
the Senatorial fight was on in the Legislature, 
he was offered the elaction as second Senator, 
but declined, and the nomination of Power fol- 
lowed. 
Again the watchword was, “‘ Precinet No. 34,” 
and the merits of the candidate were disre- 
garded. There has been some anxiety among 
the Montana people here to learn the result in 
the Butte election. That anxiety explained 
the running around, at 2 o’clock this morning, 
of messenger boys who waked Senators and 
others from their sleep to let them know that 
Butte had elected the Democratic Mayor and 
Aldermen, and by a majority so large as to 
leave no room for doubt that there was a spirit 
of resentment alive in the city and the State, 
and that the verdict of the Senate would be re- 
versed whenever it was possible to overthrow 
it at the polls, 

It will not make the slightest difference, how- 
ever, with Mr. Hoar and his partisan associ- 


ates. They do not need anotuer Senator, but 
they cannot tell from day to day what is going 
to happen politically, or whether it may not 
come to pass, in the ordinary course of events, 
that the Senate may strengthen on the Demo- 
cratic side from the most unexpected quarter. 
{t was the intention of the Kepublicau Sena- 
tors to complete the theft of two seats from 
Montana to-aay by voting, before adjournment, 
that Messrs. Sanders and Power, the Repub- 
lican claimants, were entitled to be sworn in 
as Senators frum the new State, Mr. Hoar, the 
leader in the robbery, announced this purpose 
last week and repeated it yesterday. Lhe 
6ase, however, has not yet been settled, and 
Sanders and Power must wait another day be- 
fure they can seize the seats to which Messrs. 
Clark and Maginnis were elected. 

The Montana case was taken up early, and its 
consideration tasted five hours, but only\two 
Senators spoke, and one of these did not tinish 
his speech. They were Messrs. Morgan and 
Daniel, and each made warm arguments in 
support of the claims ef Clark and Maginnis, 

The Alabama Senator asserted that the major- 
ity of the Privileges and Elections Committee 
had misstated the essential facts on which the 
whole case rested, and made a careful legal 
argument to show how untenable was the 
position of the Republicans. He spoke of the 
Democratic victories of this Spring in Montana, 
aud remarked that, had the elections gone in 
favor of the Repubiicans, the majority of 
the Senate would have made no trouble 
about referring the Senatorial election back to 
the people of the State. Without mentioning 
names Mr. Morgan paid his respects to Power, 
when he spoke of the Senate as being defiled 
by a man who, after the die was cast, went 
about dribbling out his dirty money in elforts 
to change tbe result of the election. 

Mr. Daniel argued af great length that that 
part of the State Legislature which met at the 
piace designated in the Governor’s proclama- 
lion, was the only body with legal power te 
elect Unitet States Senators, and that Clark 
and Maginnis, elected by that Legislature, were 
the only persons entitled to seats in the Senate. 

Mr. Vance interrupted Mr. Daniels, and 
tickled his Democratic colleagues very much 
by reading a telegram from Butte, showing that 
the Demoerats had carried that city at yesgter- 
day’s election. The dispatch was in rhyme, and 
the ‘* poetry” was very amusing. 

Mr. Daniel continued his argument until al- 
most 6 o’cluck, and then gave way to a motion 
to adjourn. It was plain that no vote could be 
reached to-night, anu Mr. Hoar had to consent 
to let the case go Over until to-morrow. It was 
agreed, however, that the matter should be put 
to a vote at 5 o’clock to-morrow. As the Re- 
publicans intend to seat Power and Sanders, 
the two men will probably be sworn in as Sena- 
ters before the Senators go to dinner to-mor- 
row night. a 

- 

The sudden flurry here about the silver ques- 
tion is regarded as an indication that the White 
House has signified to the leaders of the Con- 


gress that the silver question ought to be dis- 
posed of before the Tariff bill is taken up for 
discussion. In fact, it is admitted by persons 
who are in the way of knowing that the Presi- 
dent has plainly expressed his wisn that the 
silver question should be settied before the 
other one js further proceeded with. 

Thut way account for the persistency with 
whica silver wus taken up in the caucus last 
week and made the subject of consideration in 
joint committees named in the caucuses of both 
houses. Mr. McKinley, who was supposed to 
be fuliy occupied with the Ways and Means 
Committee aud the Dingiey bill, was added to 
the Silver Committee called for by the caucus, 
and he has been in the joint conferences held 
to-iay. 

ltis understood thata practical agreement 
was reached this afternoon, by whieh the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, under the Caucus pill, 
is tobe required to buy at least four and a 
half miliionus of silver, in ounces, each 
month, and that he is to reduce the notes 
issued against the deposit of that amount 
of silver in “lawful money.” There is 
an expectation among the members of the con- 
ference that a silver bill will come in in a day 
or twe without any provision for anything 
more than the purchase and coinage of an 
amount of silver equal to the country’s pro- 
duetion. It was found iu the conference to-day 
there would be so much opposition to the propo- 
sition to increase the national bank circulation 
that the pending amendments in that regard 
would have to be abandoned.

epartment is to commitan unpardonable sin 
n the eyes of his faithful friends. To say that 
the gooc. Mr. Wanamaker would permit an old 
and etticient employe of the Government to be 
kioked out of the office simply because he had 
held office under a Democratic Administration 
is nothing less than blasphemous in the opinion 
of these same faithul friends. 

Everybody else who knows anything about 
the management of the Post Office Department 
since Mareb 5, 1889, knows that such state- 
ments can be made with perfeet truthfulness 
avout the good Mr. Wanamaker. An exampie 
of the Postmaster General’s way of doing busi- 
ness was furnished by him a short time ago. 
Charles F. Lewis, a veteran of the War anda 
Republican, was Chief of the Postage Stamp 
Division in the Post Office Department. He was 
appointed by Mr. Dickinson, when the latter 
succeeded Mr. Vilas. For the greater part of 
twenty years he haa been employed in the 
Treasury Department. Mr. Dickinson found 
him occupying a responsible place in the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau, where,during eleven years, 
he bad bandied over $2,000,000,000 worth 
of internal-revenue stamps, and his accounts 
had never failed to balance to the penny. The 
ottice of Chief of the Postage Stamp Division 
was vacant when Mr. Dickinson became Post- 
master General, and at bis request 1t was filed 
by Mr. Lewis. 

A short time ago Mr. Lewis was astonished 
to read in a newspaper that a new chief of his 
division had been appeinted by Mr. Wana- 
maker. He was interested in the matter 
enough to go to the Postmaster General ana 
ask what it meant. The good Mr. Wanamaker 
assured him that the news item was correct, 
His successor had been appointed without 
waiting to ask him to resign or to notify him 
that he was dismissed. Mr. Lewis wanted 
further infurmation and Mr. Wanamaker 
toia him that there were no charges of any 
kind against him.. “But,” the Postmaster 
General remarked, “you were appointed 4 a 
Democrat and have serjed a year under a Re- 
pubiican Administration. You're a Democrat, 
aud it’s time you went out.” Mr. Lewis admit

A CASK. 


IN POSSESSION OF THE UNITED STATES 
AUTHORITIES THUS FAR. 


Deputy Collector Burr yesterday stood guard 
over the body of the man Meyer, which came 
to this country on the steamer Thingvalla 
on Feb. 4 in a cask marked “ Prepared plaster,” 
where it had been placea by the soapmaker 
Philipsen after the murder in Copenhagen. It 
was generally admitted yesterday that 
the body could have remained in the 
cask for along time if Philipsen had not con- 
fessed, and if Funch, Edye & Co,, the agents 
here of the Thingvalla Line, had not been com- 
municated with by their Copenhagen office at 
the request of the authorities there. Every- 
thing in connection with the matter was re- 
garded as curious from the entry on the books 
of Funch, Edye & Co., which stated that “one 
barrel of prepared plaster from T. H. Smith & 
Co., Copenhagen, consigned te Beresford Broth- 
ers, Racine, Wis., to be forwarded by Wells, 
Fargo & Co.,” down to the decision of Dr. 
George W. Jewett, the examiner at the Ap- 
praiser’s Office, that the value of the eontents 
was $10 and that the duty to be paid on them 
Was 25 per cent 

There was a good deal of criticism at what 
appeared to be the very superiicial examination 
made by Dr. Jewett, who had only taken from 
the cask a bit of the pilaster. Dr. Jewett said 
it would be impossible to empty out every sam- 
ple of lime or plaster that eame to the stores 
and that the examination was made in the 
**usual way.” 

Wells, Fargo & Co. knew nothing more than 
they had aiready stated, that they had sent 
two letiers to Beresford Brothers at Racine, 
notifying them of the arrival of the cash, and 
that both letters had been returned unopened. 

A full report of all the olrcumstances gur- 
rounding the discovery has peen prepared to 
pe sent to Copenhagen for use in the trial of 
Philipsen, and a request is expected from the 
Danish Minister at Washington [for the reship- 
ment of the barrel and its contents. With this 
the Federal Government will wadoubtedly com- 
ply. 

Corener Levy remained at the Coroners’ 
office yesterday, expecting to be called upon to 
hold an inquest in the case, but up to the time 
the office closed no officiai notice of the matter 
had been received, 

Chief Clerk of the Custom House George W. 
Couch, who in the absenee of Col. Erhardt in 
Washington is acting Collector, saia yester- 
day, however, that the case was not one 
that called for th@ interference of the 
local authorities at all, It was an international 
matter, and Coroner Levy would not be per- 
mitted to make an ag@topsy. Any disturbance 
of the body might imterfere with its proper 
identification abroad, 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—At the request of the 
Danish Minister, the Secretary of the Treasury 
to-day instructed the Collector of Customs at 
New-York to turn overto the Danish Consul at 
Now-York the remains of Meyer, recently im- 
ported into New-York in a cask. The duties paid 
on the cask and contents under the olassifiea- 
tion of “chemical compound,” amounting to 
$225, will be remitted.

Divorce cases in court seldom furnish subject 
matter to interest other than depraved tastes, 
yet occasionally there comes up a case of do- 
mestic infelicity which is entirely devoid of 
even a suggestion of immorality, that has a de- 
cided element of comedy, and that peints out a 
moral.

A OONOCURSUS CALLED. 





MGR. DONNELLY’S SUCCESSOR TO BE 
CHOSEN BY COMPETITION. 


Vicar General Presten yesterday sent formal 
notice to the Catholic clergy of the Archdto- 
cese that a concursus will shortly be held at 
the Archbishop’s residence, on the result of 
which will depend the appointment of a suc- 
cessor to the late Mgr.

ROTHMAN REAPPFARS. 

The appearance of Thomas Rothman, a mem- “ 
ber of the Board of Aldermen of 1884, in the 
District Attorney’s office yesterday, caused a 
mild sensatien. He fled to Germany when the 
boodlers were exposed, and it was net known 
that he had returned. With him yesterday was 
Lawyer Henry C. Botty. They called on Assist 
ant Distriet Attorney Goff, who, to Rothman’s 
great surprise, said that there was no indict- 


ment against him, and that there never had 
been one. Rothman’s exile, therefore, had been 
entirely a voluntary one. He left the Court 
House and went for a ride, after which, he re- 
turned to Philadelphia, whence he had come in 
the morning. 

Lawyer Botty said afterward that Rothman’s 
reappearance was as much of a surprise to 
him as to anybody. His reason for visiting the 
District Attorney’s office was to furnish bail if 
there were any charges against him. George 
Rothman, Vice President of the German Ex- 
change Bank, at 330 Broadway, uncle of the 
ex-Alderman, said that Thomas went io Ger- 
many in 1886, remained there two years, and 
tben returned to’ Ameriea, settling down at 
Frankfort, near Philadelphia, where he owns a 
peach orehard.

The Seamen’s and Firemen’s Convention went 
into executive session in the Aldermanic Cham: 
ber in the City Hall yesterday morning and

George Watson Reid. Mr. Reid was called in 
and told of this action. In vigorous terms he 
asserted that the members were a lot of lands- 
men led by a clique of Scandinavians who had 
been perseeuting him fora year. The opposi- 
tion to Him he attributed to his efforts to curb 
an ill-advised strike on the Liverpool dooks. 
Nothing Mr. Reid could say had any effect, and 
he was rejected as a delegate. 

Mr. Reid freed lis mind in the afternoon 
papers, and the convention, when it read his 
bitter attack upon it, summoned him to appear 
before it this morning and show cause why he 
should not be expelled, on these grounds, among 
others: That he is a falsitier; that he has ille- 
gally taken money from local organizations; 
that he has embezzled the funds of Hull Branch 
of the National Union of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and that he has retained union books 
and documents intrusted to nim. 

Outside of the consideration of Mr. Reid’s 
ease only routine business was transacted by 
the convention yesterday. 

A well-attended mass meeting of the sailors 
of this vicinity was held last eveningin the 
hall of the North River Seamen’s and Firemen’s 
Union, 276 Spring-street, and addresses were 
made by President McGregor, General Aecount- 
ant O’Sullivan, and Delegate Groves of Chicago.

A LANDING PIER AND A BUILDING FOR 
IMMIGRANTS ARE NEEDED. 


Federal Superintendent of Public Buildings 
Marshall, accompanied by Lieut. Elliott of the 
Coast Survey, paid a visit yesterday to Ellis 
Island in erder to aseertain what would be 
needed to transform the place into a land- 
ing depot for immigrants. A number of the 
present buildings will with slight alterations 
answer for the immigranta. The shallow- 
ness of the water around the island will make 


it necessary to run the landing pier out several 
hundred feet. ° 

The pier will probably be placed on the south- 
ern side of the island. The fresh water supply 
of the island is very poor at present, and it will 
be necessary to bore an artesian well several 
hundred feet in depth. For cleaning purposes 
salt water will be used very largely. Mr. 
Marshall expects to advertise for bids for the 
Ellis Island building within ten days. The al- 
terations in the Barge Office are progressing 
rapidly, and the place will be ready for the re- 
céption of immigrants on Friday. 

‘ne immigrant boardinghouse-keepers have 
applied to Superintendent Weber for facilities 
for securing boardera in the Barge Office. Dep- 
uty Superintendent O’Beirne will look into tho 
matter and will see to it that the boarding- 
house-keepers are given no privileges whieh 
wiil enable them to impose upon immigrants.

LOCAL HUSBANDMEN PUTTING) 


IN THEIR CROPS. 


MANY REPUBLICANS OPPOSED TO 
WORKING ON SHARES~—MAYORALTY 
CANDIDATES, 


The Spring crop of candidates for next Fall’s 
Mayoralty nomination, especially on the Re- 
publican side of the fenee, is now in a flourish- 
ing condition. It is being nursed by the smaller 
political farmers. The great tillers of the loeal 
political field do not put their hands tothe plow 
thus early, Even though they may have their 
seeds under ground, the grain is not planted so 
as to sprout early. 

The Republicans have plenty of good material 
to seleot from, but the material, in a great many 
instances, is not willing to be selected. There 
are 80 many peculiar conditions to be confront- 
ed this coming Autumn that there are plenty of 
well-known men who have friends anxious to 
trot them out as fit suceessors to Mayor Grant. 
But they are holding off, beeause there is no 
way of telling how the cat is going to jump. 

The first thing that men with the Mayoralty 
bee a-bugzing have to consider is whether there 
will be a combination of the Republican machine 
with the anti-Tammany Democracy. There was 
probably never a year in which eoalitions would 
meet with greater opposition. The coalition of 
the Counties and the Republicans in last Fall’s 
campaign led to no end of recriminations on 
bothsides. The Republicans declared that their 
partners in the soalition had sacrificed every- 
thing to the election of Judge Fitzgerald, and 
the County people said that the Republican 
vote had not peen wholly faithful to the com- 
bination ticket. The indignation of the Repub- 
licans broke out at the first meeting of the 
County Committee held after the election. An 
effort was made 10 get an anti-coalition clause 
inserted in the new constitution. It failed, but 
it bad a vote behind it that indicated cleariy 
that the Republican vote was less deliverable 
on & combination than itever was before. Then 
the Republican Club, in spite of the opposition 
of Police Justice Taintor, who obtained his office 
from Mayor Grant, and afew others put itself 
on record as being against cualitions by voting 
te oppose them. One ortwo of the district or- 
ganizations took similar action. 

One of the alleged doctrines of the Business 
Men’s Republican Organization is independent 
Republican nominations. This may amount to 
mucn or little. The business men have the 
indorsement of T. C. Platt, and Platt indorses 
nothing that he caunotcontrol. As the machine 
County Committee is at present constituted 
Platt can ran things to suit himeelf, but if it 
were necessary he would use the business men 
for a club with which to keep his coliar- wearers 
in a sufficiently tractable frame of mind. 

Some of those Republicans who are the 
strongest kind of anti-coalition men just now 
say that under no circumstances would they 
ne in any combination ticket headed by a 

emocrat for Mayor, and the recent statement 
made by ex-Mayor W. RK. Grace in an interview 
in THE TIMBS, to the effect that no ticket that 
did not have a Democrat at its head could hope 
to win, created much discussion among them. 
«No matter what sort of a combination is made 
this Fall,” said one of these gentlemen yester- 
day, ‘there are hundreds of Republicans in 
this city who will bolt any ticket that has not a 
Republican at ite head. Why, Erhardt got over 
80,000 votes for Mayor, and why shouldn’t we 
go it alone and make a fight to win? The re- 
cent exposures of Tammany’s misdoings will 
help us materially. This isagood year for us 
to make a etand, and the party bosses are go- 
ing to have a hard time fixing up any eoalitiou 
for us.” 

But the early Spring-time resolutions of the 
politicians are likely to yield to the exigencies 
of the Fall campaign. : ; 

The probability or improbability of coalitions 
and combinations, however, does not deter the 
speculating politicians from trotting out can- 
didates and talking about their merits. Some 
of these gentlemen are not even aware that 
their names are being mentioned. Others are, 
and are not afraid who knows it. The list of 
those now suggested by the political gossips of 
the Republican side includes Chauncey M. De- 
pew, Cornelius N. Bliss, Charles Stewart 
®mith, Jesse Seligman, Col W. L. Strong, Presi- 
dentof the Republican Business Men’s Asso- 
elation, and others. When any of the politi- 
cians want to make e particularly brilliant joke 
they refer to Elliott ©. Shepard as a candidate. 
The Colone! may boa candidate, but he is a 
harmless one, and will only be used in the pre- 
liminary campaign as @ convenient guy. 

Chauncey M. Depew is spoken of as a eandi- 
date, especially by those men who are anxious 
that the Republican Party should go it alone. 
They say, “If he only would run we could win 
the city,” and then in the same breath they add 
that it is not at all likely that Mr. Depew would 
even consider the matier. The President of the 
Wew-York Central is thought to have his eyes 
on bigger political game and his friends don’t 
think it necessary that he sheuld serve an ap- 
prenticeship in the Mayor’s chair. Even the 
pious Shepard himself has remarked that there 
is nothing feasible about the suggestion that 
Mr. Depew should be put up for Mayor, 

There seems to be some ground for the belief 
that Charles Stewart Smith, President of the 
Chamber of Commerce, has or had an ambition 
in the direction of the ang ap ong & He has had 
the misfortune, however, to be brought out by 
Col. Shepard. At tne firstdinner which Shep- 
ard gave to the Republican Executive Com- 
mittee Postmaster Yan Cott mentioned two 
men a8 candidates for Mayor. One was Mr. 
Depew. The other was Charies Stewart Smith. 
At the next dinner which Shepard gave the 
Executive Committee he had Charles Stewart 
Smith as one of his guests. Mr. Smith declined 
serving on Mayor Grant’s Rapid-Transit Com- 
mission, and some people have wondered 
whetber his alieged ambition to sueceead the 
Mayor had anything to do with it.

SOME RESULTS OF HIS ATTACK UPON 
: THE REV. MR. WHITON, 


The amiable Col. Shepard—Col. Elliott F. 
Shepard of the Fifth-Avenue Stage Line and 
other sectarian institutions—is engaged just at 
present in humbly bowing his Christian head to 
a storm of Ohriatian criticism, raised by his re- 
cent action in unmercifully denouncing the 
Rev. J. M. Whiton for having so far forgotten 
himself as to allow a heterodox sermon of his 
to be “inadvertently” published in the Mail 
and Express. The sermon as it appeared in the 
organ of human virtue on March 15 last did 
not meet with the approval of Presbyterian 
ministers, with whom the Reverend—beg their 
pardon—the Celonel desired most to associate, 
and in deference to them the truly good man pub- 
lished a four-column article a week or so later 
denouncing the Rey, Mr. Whiton ia terms which 


gentlemen like Mr. Pugsey Murphy employ 
only on great provocation. 

CoL Shepard in the course of his remarks ob- 
served that the sermon, which was entitled, 
“The Bible a Seif-Correcting Book,” had inad- 
vertently slipped into the religious department 
of bis eccentric paper and had inadvertently 
been printed. @ might have been more 
earnestly explicit in explaining to an aston- 
ished constituency just why the sermon was 
accompanied by an editorial paragraph calling 
attention to its excellenoy, and why it was re- 
printed four days later in the weekly edition of 
the paper; but he enthusiastically refrained 
from doing so, perhaps because he desired first 
to consult Webster's Unabridged as to the exact 
detinition of ‘‘inadvertent.” 

Col. Shepard’s ideas on definition are unique. 
This is how Dr. Whiton’s sermon came to be 
printed in the first place. Mr. George P. Mor- 
rie has been in obarge of the religious depart- 
ment of the Mail and sxpress for two years, 
and it has been his custom, his friends assert, 
to secure sermous from various ministers of 
the Gospel in one way—to ask them for their 
manuscripts, to have them put into type, to 
carefully read and edit them, and to submit 
proofs to the authors for possible correction. 
This course was pursued ib the case of Dr. 
Whiton. His sermon, which has aroused so 
much feeling in religivus circles, came down to 
the Mail and Xzpress otfice at the solicitation 
of Mr. Morris, was edited by Mr. Morris, was 
put into type, and Mr. Whiton saw the proofs. 
Then it was printed. 

Some time later Col. Shepard composed that 
prose poem of his denouncing Mr. Whiton, and 
with much religions gles handed the manu- 
script to Mr. Morris for perusal. That gentle- 
man pointed out to his honored chiet the fact 
that there were statements in the poem which 
he knew to be false, and whieh its satisfied 
author must know were not a8 true as the Bible 
which has furnisbed him with so much enter- 
tainment in the past few years. The religions 
editor, Mr. Morris made apparent, had not been 
misled by Mr. Whiton’s texts into publishing 
his sermon, nor had the sermon been inadvert- 
ently published. It had appeared in the paper 
only after the most careful preparation. 

Mr. Morris likewise pictured to tho willful 
Colovel the probable effect which the “ refuta- 
tion” would have on the public mind, and gave 
fair notice that, if it were published as written, 
be (Mr. Morris) would take pains to clear 
himself from the imputation against him con- 
tained in the article. But Col. Shepard, with 
the desire strong within kim to see his comwposi- 
tion appear in beautiful, clear-faced type, or- 
dered it to be published, and his order was 
obeyed—all his orders te gentlemen connected 
with the Mail and txpress generally are obeyed. 

Then Mr. Morris came to the conclusion that 
his opinion of Col. Shepard was no longer an 
exalted one, and that he could no longer consci- 
entiously continue in the work in which he had 
been so successfully engaged. He inforined Col. 
Shepard that ke had no desire to be further con- 
nected with the Mail and Lepress, nor to h&ve 
anything more to do with the proprietor there- 
of. Col. Shepard labored with him to have him 
reconsider his determination—even broaching 
the subject of financial consideration—but he 
declined to be influenced, resigned his position, 
and gave up his office. 

Every religious paper in the country which 
has had anything to say In regard to this queer 

erformance on the part of the playful Colonel 
Fes made editorial observations not caloulated 
to make pleasant reading for that journalistic 
enigma. They have, many of them, made the 
prediction that hereafter no selt-respecting 
clergyman will permit one of his sermons to be 
printed in the Mail and xpress, with the chance 
of being later on alluded to by its editor and 
proprietor as “ puffed up,”’ “blind,” “ shifting,” 
** microscopic,” ‘‘supercilious,” or ** thin-mind- 
ed,” or as being in many ways aflitcted with a 
“sky-pointing nose” or other unpleasant visi- 
tations of Divine Providence. 


BETTER QUARTERS |NBREDED. 


WHY THE SUPPLY OF GOOD STOKERS 
FAILS TO EQUAL THE DEMAND. 


Naval officers and steamship men are greatly 
interested in the problem of obtaining good 
stokera, described in Monday’s Times. They 
very generally agreejthat Chief Engineer Sew- 
all of the steamship Majestic hit the nail on the 
head when he said that the falling off in good 
stokers was due to the adverse circumstances 
under which the men are forced to work nowa- 
days. 

Mr. Miers Coryell, formerly of the Naval Ad- 
visory Board and now engineer in chief of the 
Cromwell Line, believes that with the present 
unsatisfactory materialin the fireroom force 
the problem cannot be solved. He puts great 
faith in the value of consideration shown to the 
men by deck officers. 

“IT have found,” he says, ‘“‘that when good 
men once get aboard a steamer and are allowed 
as many little privileces as possible in the way 
of washing, of resting themselves after a hard 
watch below, and of an opportunity to mess 
by themselves, such mon can be expected to 
stay if they are inclined to do work at all aboard 
an ocean-going steamer. The method of driving 
ships py forced draught has borne extremely 
hard on firemen, and on board many of the 
transatiantic steamers it is a quostion of a man 
working until he drops. The Majestic, by her 
improved system of ventilation, has remedied 
many of the difficulties, but defective fire- 
rooms exist in abundanee, and good men can- 
not be induced to fire in them.” 

Chiet Engineers Morley and Heaton of the 
Davy were both of the opinion yesterday that 
Mr. Sewall was right when he said that it was 
not a question of wages that caused a failing 
off in goot men, but a lack of attention to thoir 
bodily comforts. The new war ships, however, 
and especially the larger ones, offer better 
accommodation for the firemen. Many prom- 
inent engineer officers have criticised the 
routine which required firemen to drili on deck 
after a hard turn of duty in the fireroom. No- 
body has yet advocated a discontinuance of the 
drill, but officers have advocated reducing it 
considerably. 

Engineer officers fear that the passage of the 
bill now before Congress to prohibit aliens from 
enlisting in the navy will for a time Jay many of 
~ ships up for lack of a sufficient fireroom

which men ean be drawn for sea-going vessels, 

as apprentices are now taken, be putin operation 
@3s00n a8 possible. it has been found that the 
best apprentices in the navy come from the 
lads picked up in the crowded streets of large 
cities, boys who sleep in and about the docks, 
and who hardly know what a square meal is. 
These little fellows, when sent aboard a war 
ship, enter upon a new life, one better than 
they have ever experienced. in conse- 
quence they grow up as a part and 
pareel of the service afloat, looking upon shore 
simply as a place to have an occasional good 
time. On the other hand, the boys accustomed 
to good homes invariably tire ef the service 
after six months or so. It is, therefore, urged 
that since the new ships offer firemen fair ac- 
commodations it needs but the furtherance of 
Commodore Melville’s pian of establishing an 
apprentice sehool for firemen in a great meas- 
ure to remedy the present trouble. 

Mr. Sewall believes it advisable that trans- 
atiantic steamers should be fitted with machin- 
ery to run under a lower number of revolutions 
than that now ap pe He thinks that 600 
feet per minute should be the maximum piston 
speed instead of the 800 or 900 feet that 
some machinery now develops. It is a 
great object aboard all vessels. to minimize 
all weights. In order to do so the macninery is 
made as light as possible, and to develop the 
horse P yee required a high number of revolu- 
tions is necessary. Heace firing under its pres- 
ent conditions has been resorted to, with the 
cena that good men cannot be had at any 
price.

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AN INTERESTING LETTER FROM 
JOHN JAY. 
AUTHORITIES AND DECISIONS TO PROVE 
THAT OHRISTIANITY IS A PART OF 

AMERICAN LAW. 


To the Eattor of the. New-York Times; 

In the article in your editorial columns 
April 9, headed ‘The Methodists and the 
Schools,” there was an allusion to the state — 
mentin the report adopted by the recent con- 
ference in New-York as the basis of their 
avtion, that ‘1 18 well settled by decisions in 
the leading States of the Union that Christian- 
ity is a part of the common law of the States.” 
That statement is met with your remark: ‘An 
English Judge once eet forth that Christianity 
is a part of the common law of England, and 
several American Judges have repeated this 
doctrine.” 

Will you kindly permit me, upon this question 
of fact, to refer to some authorities and leading 
decisions which seem to have escaped the at- 
tontion of the writer, and which have a con- 
clusive weight that does not attach to the 
dictum of a Judge, whether English or Ameri- 
can? Itis certainly desirable that, as this is 
congtitutional and national question of no 
slight interest resting upon judicial and his- 
torical evidence, there should be no doubt 
whether the allegation that Christianity is a 
part of American law rests on judicial decis- 
ions entitled te respect, or simply upon dicta 
that represent, not the judgment of a court, but 
the opinion of individuals. Apart from the 
practical bearing which the question may have 
on the subject of common schools or any of the 
kindred questions that are being introduced 
into: our politics, it has a general interest for 


Americans as connected with the history and 
character of the Republic. We are being tavored 
just now with a good deal of novel advice from 
abroad as to what American Constitutions 
mean and what American laws permit or disal- 
low, and we are told that the American state is 
so utterly and absolutely godless that our 
schools are necessarily pagan, where nothing 
but heathenism can prevail that to teach 
morality would be immoral, to approve the Ten 
Commandments would be a crime, and to in- 
stract children in the law of God or the Sermon 
on the Mount would be to commit perjury and 
incur damnation. 

Fortunately, to defend American law frem 
the charge of ignoring Christianity is not difli- 
cult even for laymen. Some of the leading 
decisions on this point may be found tn Dr. 
Scbaft's very valuable treatise ou * Church and 
Btate,” published by Messrs.»Putnam’s Sons, 
1888. - Others are quoted by Chief Justice Shea 
in his ‘“‘Nature and Form of the American 
Government Founded in the Christian Relig- 
jon,” Boston, 1883. The subject is discussed 
also in Dr. James M. King’s “ Religion and the 
Btate,” Phillips & Hunt, New-York, 1886, quot- 
ing in addition to judicial decisions Webster, 
Cooley, and Chief Justice Waite. 

Touching the common law of England, of 
which THE TIME says ‘‘an English Judge once 
set forth that Christianity is a part of the com- 
monlaw of England,’ Story im his inaugural® 
address as the Dane Professor in 1829 said: 
“There has never been a period in whi¢h the 
common law did not recoghize Christianity as 
lying at its foundation.” Prof. J. W. Dwight, 
the learned and accomplished head of the Law 
School or Columbia College, and whose authori- 
ty is recognized at home and abroad, has said: 
“Itia well settled by decisions in the courts of 
the leading States of the Union that Christiani- 
ty is a part of the common law of the State,” and 
after referring to instances of its recugnition in 
American law, he added: “ One of the American 
courts [the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania in 
the case of ang ng against the Common- 
wealth] states the lew in this manner: ‘ Chris- 
tianity 1s and always has been a part of the 
common law of this State—Christianity without 
the spiritual artillery of European eountries— 
not Christianity founded on any particular re- 
ligious tenets—not Christianity with an estab- 
lished church and titles and spiritual courte, 
but Christianity with liberty of conscicnce to 
all men.’” 

The tirst great case on this subject in the 
State of New York, and which became a leading 
ease for the country, was that of the People 
against Ruggles, 8 Johnson, 293, where the 
judgment of the Supreme Court was pro- 
nounced by Chief Justice Kent with the unani- 
mous concurrence of his distinguished asso- 
ciates, Smith Thompson, afterward a Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United States; Am- 
brose Spenser, who later became Chief Justice; 
William Van Ness, &® member of the 
State Constitutional Convention, and Joseph 
Cc. Yates, afterward Governor of the 
State. This decision was thus referred to 
by Justice Duncan of Pennsylvania in the case 
of Updegraph: ‘In the Supreme Court ef New- 
York it was solemnly determined that Chris- 
tianity was part of the law of the land, and 
that to revile the Scripture was an indictable 
offense.” In the course of the opinion of the 
New-York Supreme Court, Chief Justice Kent 
quoted the Court of King’s Benob in the Taylor 
case, that Christianity was parcel of the law, 
and showed that in the case of Kex against Wool- 
ston the court would not suffer it to be debated 
whether defaming Christianity in general was 
not an offenee at common law, for whatever 
strikes at the root of Christianity tends mani- 
festly to the dissolution of civil government. 

But the court was careful to say that they did 
not intend to include disputes between learned 
mInep upon particular eontroveried points. Many 
later cases were quoted showing that such orf- 
fenses have always been considered independ- 
ent of any religious establishment or the right 
of the Church, and that they are treated as at- 
fecting the essential interests of society. The 
Supreme Court held that there js nothing in our 
manners or institutions which has prevented 
the application or the necessity of the part of 
this common law. It said: ‘‘ We stand equally 
in need now as formerly of all that moral dis- 
cipline and of those principles of virtue which ‘ 
help to bind soolety together. The people of 
the State, in common with the people of this 
country, profess the general doctrines of Chris- : 
clantey.7 cs oe 

The, coers met, distinctly and logically, the 
suggestion then made, and which is stiil some- 
times advanced with bold assumption, that the 
same rule must, under the Constitution, apply 
to any ether religion. ‘‘ Nor are we,” said the 
Chief Justice, ‘* bound by any expression in the 
Constitution, as some havo strongly supposed, 
either not to punish at all or to punisn indis-* 
criminately ube like attacks upon the religion 
of Mohammed or of the Grand Llama, and for 
this plain reason, that the case assumes that 
we aro a Christian people, and that the murality 
of the country is deeply engaged upon Chris- 
tianity, and DOtupon the aoctrines or worship 
of those impostors.”’ 

The common law as it stood on the 29th of 
April, 1775, was formally adopted by the New- 
York State Convention of 1777, with the special 
provision, to which Chief Justice Kent valled 
attention as one nos tu be forgotten, which pro- 
vided that ‘‘such parts of the common law as 
might be construed to establish or maintain 
any particular denomination of Christianity or 
their ministers were hereby abrogated.” The 
Opinion of the court defined the Christianity 
revugnized by our lawaas “ Christianity in its 
enlarged sense as a religion ‘revealed aud 
taught ino the Bible.” This definition is in bar- 
mony with the language of Mr. Justice Story 
im delivering the opinien of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in Vidal against 
Girard’s Executors, where he says of 
the qualified sense in which Christianity isa 
part of the common law of the State, that 
‘its divine origin and truth are admitted” 
Another notable judgment of the Supreme 
Court of New-York was that of Lindenmuller 
against The People, in 1861, just fifty years 
after the case of Ruggles in 1811, where Mr. 
Justice Alien and his associates Justices Clark 
and Sutherland held that Christianity was a 
part of the common law “to the extent that 
entities the Christian religion and its ordi- 
nanees to respect and protection as the ac- 
knowledged religion of the people.” Mr. Justice 
Allen, referring to the decision in the case of 
Ruggles, said that the judicial interpretation 
of the State Constitution, as “not prohibiting 
the Legislature from regarding the Christian 
religion as the religion of the people as distin- 
guished from the false religion of the world,” 
given by that decision, hud received the sanc- 
tion of the Constitutional Convention of 1821. 

THe TIMES is quite right in saying that “you 
cannot indict a man for not loving his neighbor 
as himself,” and 48 a general thing a man is not 
to be punished for a crime against Christianity 
unless the duty which he has violated has been 
defined and sanetioned by the Penal Code. To 
that rule, however, the Supreme Court found 
an exception in the case of Ruggles, where it 
was held that a man could be indicted and con- 
victed for revillng the Holy Scripture at eom- 
mon law, and without the aid of a statute, on 
the ground that Christianity was a part of the 
law of theland. But, apart from the question 
of crime, it is clear that the highest courts 
have held in the oases cited that we are a 
Christian people, that our laws are ingrafted 
on Christianity; that, in the language of Justice 
Allen, “ Christianity 1s a part of the law of the 
State. It is not proclaimed by the commanding 
yoice of any human superior, but expressed in 
the calm and mila accents of customary law. 
Its foundations are strong and deep; they are 
laid in the autPority, the luterest, and the affec- 
tions of the people. Wativing a® question of 
hereafter, it is the purest rs tole of moratity, 
the firmest auxiliary, and the only stable sup- 
port of all human tawe.” Of thé Christianity 
recognized by law, “its divine origin and 
truth,” in the words of Story, *‘are admitted.” 
It is, in the words of Kent, “Christlanity in its 
enlarged sense a8 & religion revealed and taught 
in the Bible.” Mee ay 

The question, as stated by Chief Justice Clay- 
ton of Delaware in The Stato agains’ Chandler, 
(2 Harrington, 553,) is not whether their law 
was well founded, but what was the law, aud to 
the brief extracts hero given from decisions of 
the courts may be added the striking passage 
from Webster's argument in tho Girard case: 
“It is the same in Pennsylvania as elsewhere; 
the general prineipiee and public policy are 
sometimes established by constitutional provi- 
sions, sometimes by legislative enactments, 
sometimes by judicial decisions, sometines by 
generai consent. But however they may be es- 
tablished there is nothing that we look for with 
more certaluty than the general principle thas: |

Tne other day, in reading the arguments used 
for one supreme board of licensure of medical 
practitioners, it occurred to me to use the words 
religion, church, and preacher and priest in 
place of medical college, physician, diploma, and 
license. When the argument read: ‘The rea- 
sons for tho radical change sought are that 
theological seminaries are private corporations, 
responsible only to themselves, and hence Aa 
unification, avd higher standards of religious 
practice cannot pe secured, only the ald of 
State authority,” the substitution of theolog- 
ical colleges, religious practice for medical col- 
leges, and medical education makes instantly an 
established church under the State authority. 

Again, Dr. D. B. 8t. John Rossa says: “The 
remedy for the present disunited condition of 
the profession of religion is not to be found in 
making a common standard for church member- 
ship and preachers, but in making a common 
standard [church rules] for the practice of 
preaching. The religious degree should be con- 
ferred as now, but the liberty to practice preach- 


ing should not be left in the hands of bodies, 


however respeetabie and distinguished, who 
are only responsible to themseives.” Here 
again is an established church, 

Again, Prof. William Osler of Hopkins Uni- 
vorsity in 1889 says, using religion for medi- 
cine: ‘“Spectal education does not require 
publie revenues. Sobools of law, medicine, en- 

ineering, thevlogy are private enterprises. 

O ubsatisfactory is religion, however, that 
there is a growing sense that a radical change 
must be made, and State bills have already 
been passed or are before Legislatures on this 
preblem. Colleges have had the monopoly for 
years. hia makes religious schools private 
organizations, wholly irresponsible, without 
the State, in religious profession. It 1s sur- 
prising to think that so many men distinguished 
in every other way still cling to and even ad- 
vocate the advantages of an irresponsibility 
which bas made the American system of 
churehes, ¢hurch membership, and of preach- 
ing a by-word among the nations.” Thus would 
read Prof. Osler’s Baltimore address it religion 
was the subject matter of his speech and not 
medicine. 

If there is danger in the present hich and 
excellent American medical practice, there is 
the same danger in religious matters, If one is 
secure, as religion is, in perfect freedom, the 
other, medicine, is also perfectly secure, with- 
out a despotism in medicine. We have written 
the above changes in these quoted words to 
show that it is only ambition, alove of power, 
and to inflict damage on opponents, and not 
really a desire to disqualify and adyance medi- 
cine, thatis at the foundation of these State 
Boards of Medical Licensure. If they would ve 
intolerant in religion, they are equally unwise 
and violent in medicine. — 

Besides, State boards will not suppress incom- 
petent practice of medicine. The intolerance 
of English and German law requires a medical 
manto use only prescriptions laid down in 
books. The consequence is that two-thirds of 
the medicine given there Is by ignorant crones. 
male and female. The same degradation of 
medical practice will follow despotism of Med- 
ical State Boards.

A FISH ERMAN’S OPINION OF THE Ja- 
MAICA BAY NETTERS 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I have been much gratified in reading your va- 
Tious articles in support of the suppression of net- 
ting in Jamaica Bay. You have made many ex- 
cellent points. It seems ridiculous that the 
pleasure of such a multitude of people should be 
destroyed on account of the greediness of so few, 
especially when the same men could make a better 
and more regular living by supplying bait for the 
hook-and-line men, and if the keepers of the various 
fishing stations will treat them better, fairly, and 
not try to wring half or two-thirds of their earn- 
ings out of them across their bar counters, it seems 
to me that they should be entirely satisfied. 

I have been told by one man who fturnishea 
shrimp to one of the principal station keepers at 
Broad Channel that the keeper expected him to 
spend at least one-half of the money he received at 
his place. Now, what do you say to such exactions? 
Does 1t not seem that it was giving the poor devila 
slim chance to make a living? 

Senator Hawkins has pleaded for his netting con 
stitueaots, and at times has been quite pathetic. 
When old Doxy lost his net last Summer, he took a 
very active interest in the matter, and threatened 
to visit dire calamities on certain persons. But let 
us look at the facts in tho case. There was the old 
man living at the head of the bay, familiar with 
every creek and channel, prowling avout night and 
day; the result was that not a school of weak- 
fish or striped bass could show itself in 
that vicinity without his being after it, and in 
nine cases out of ten he secured it in that net of 
his. I mever examined the net, but I did ses him 
land it one day upon the meadow just above Dor- 
man’s place at Broad Channel, and come to Fuller’s 
float to sell his catch, which amounted to gbout 
seventy pounds of tish—bluefish, weaktfish, and 
striped bass. About forty pounds of the catch were 
striped bass. Of these about ten pounds were of 
lawful size. The remaining fish would average five 
or six to the pound, while @ lawfully-netted fish 
would weigh not iess than half a pound. 

Under such circumstances is it peal aire fg that 
the hook-and-line men became Oxasperated? And 
is not the old man rather a poor subject for Senator 
Hawkins’s eloguence 

Now let us take a loo« at the methods of the 
Canarsie netters. Last Sammer they would go 
down to Rockaway Inlet with five or six nets, haul 
their nets up on the shore, send lookouts up on the 
sand dunes, and lie off until receiving notice of an 
approaching school of fish, when they would spread 
themselves out and “scoop it,” scarcely allowing a 
tish to pass them. By accident, one school of weak- 
fish did get by them and went on up the bay; but 
did the netters give it up? Not much! They fol- 
lowed it upinto the Pumpkin Patch, andat one haul 
caught eight tons of feb; in fact, more than they 
could carry away. They took what they could and 
left the remainder to rot on a saudbar. 

Now, these are plain facts well known to all 
gb ae pe of those waters and need no comment, 

Should we succeed in paaacemne net hauling in 
Jamaica Bay let us have a new departure. he 
fishing station keepers should pursue a more lib- 

ral policy. Let them furnish good, tight boats, 
five bait, fresh ples; good beer, anc a fair larder, 
and not try to wring from their patrons every five- 
cent piece they may bave with theri, Then every- 
thing will goon smoothly and all will have a good 
time.

2. The Unitarian representatives, who formed 
one-half of the Central Council, refused any general 
vote of the order, knowing it would show that al- 
most unanimously the order would disapprove of 
the transfer. . 

3. The Central Council is self-electing, self-per- 
potuating, aud in no way responsible for its actions 
except as itcan be influenced by the public press 
and public opinion. 

4. {t is tho belief, right or wrong, of the with- 
drawing haif of the Central.Conncil and of over 
nine-tenths of the members ot che order that no 
merely sentimental view of the beauty and loveli- 
ness of Christ 18 suflicient, in the light ot Divine 
revelation, to establish the claim to be called King’s 
Daughters or children of God, 

6. While Evangelical pastors are continually 
urging certain aualifications in belief and life in 
order to membership in the Christian Church, it is 
atleast not honorable to organize ix their congrega- 
tions and Sunday schools allover the land an asso- 
ciation giving to each member a certificate and 
badge of discipleship, and saying you may reject 
all such doctrines as the Trinity and the Atone. 
ment, which you hear your pastor defend every 
wpneay, and yet bea daughter of the King, a child 
of Go

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ELEVATED KOAD SUITS.

THE COURT OF APPEALS BRENDERS SEV- 
ERAL IMPORTANT DECISIONS. 


Several more or less important suits brought 
against the elevated road by various persons 
for damages for injary to property and to pex- 
son were decided yesterday by the Cours of. 
Appeals. Probably the most important was the 
reversal of the judgment of $8,000 granted to 
Jacob B, Tallman for damages to his proverty, 
109, 111, and 113 West Filty-third-street, caused 
by the erection of the elevated road through 
Fifty-third-street. 

Tallman’s property was used as a lumber yard 
and carpenter shop, and had been practically 
unimproved since he made the purchase in 
1866. He sued to recover damages not merely 
for the actual rental loss sustained, which, of 
course, would have been merely nominal, but 


also for the possible future loss of rents which 
he might have derived had he erected a 
hotel or apartment houses on the ground he 
owned, and which might have been injured by 
the presence of an elevated road in front of 
them, The Court of Appeals held practically 
that there was too much imagination in the 
Claim tor losses which might have been but 
whieh were not actually sustained. In the 
present ruling Tallman may sue for any loss 
which he oan prove he has actually sustained. 

Charles A. Crawford's suit for damages to 
property in West Third-street, in which the 
Same questions were raised as were presented 
in the famous MoGean case, settled some months 
ago, was affirmed in favor of the respondent. 

Mary Powers sued for damages fer loss to 
her property at 15 Division-street. On the 
trial of her case her ceunsel insisted that the 
jury should award to her a round sum for vin- 
dictive or punitive damages. Judge Truax so 
charged, at the urgent solicitation of her coun- 
scl, and on that ground alone an appeal was 
taken py counsel for the road. The Court of 
Appeals granted a new trial. 

In the case of Stephen A. West, who sued for 
personal injuries sustained on a Third-avenue 
train at Fulton-street iu 1883 and obtained a 
judgment of $8,560, the Court of Appeals af- 
firms the result of that trial. It, however, re- 
verses « three-thousand-dollar judgment in fa- 
vor of Mary Ryan for injuries sustained by 
slipping down between the car platform and 
the station platform at Grand-street, (Third- 
avenue line,) and awards a, new trial, holding 
that there was no negligence shown on the part 
of the company.

WALL-STREET SPECULATING UPON A 
SUDDEN RISE, 


Wall-street is beginning to discount the effects 
of silver legislation which the Stock Exchange 
contingent is expecting from Congress. A boom 
came all ofa sudden yesterday in silver certili- 
cates. They went up threo or four points. For 
a long tim6é these certificates have been neg- 
lected. Lately only nominal quotations have 
been current for them. Their sudden activity 
and buoyancy yesterday therefore provoked 
much attention. 

Early in its history the Western National 
Bank became identified with the project tor 
facilitating dealings in silver through the use 
of these bullion certificates. Other prominent 
banks were in the enterprise, too, but the 
scheme chiefly belenged to the Western Nation- 
al. A variety of causes contributed to prevent 
the plan’s sucvess. Walil-street could be 2 
duced to take little interestin it. Most people 
till yesterday were probably of the opinion 
that the whole matter had been abandoned. 

But it showec itself very much alive by jamp 
ing its quotations from 96, the recent nominal 
bid for the certificates, up to 10044, and closing 
almost atthe top notch Why this spurt? was 
asked of various authorities. All agreed that it 
was a mystery, uniess, they suggested, that 
it was based on tho popular belief that Congress 
was about to pass a silver bill which was likely 
materially to enhance the value of bullion. 
President Brayton Ives of the Western National 
Bank said his bank had had nothing to do with 
the rise. All he knew of it was what the Stock 
Exchange tape showed. Other bankers were 
similarly unable to explain the spurt.

In this comparison only guns of 20 calibres 
and over have been taken into account. 

It is learned that, notwithstanding the great 
general advance in ordnance development for 
the British Navy, there have been serious de- 
lays, notably in the case of guns of heavy cal- 
ibre, for vertain of the large baitle ships and 
cruisers. These difficulties are largely aitribut- 
ed to the want of a proper commission to keep 
pace with modern developments. The experi- 
ments aud aceumulation or data were, it is said, 
stopped for ten years, and wnen the adoption 
of breechloading guns was ‘eventually decided 
upon it became necessary, in order to prevent 
delay in the completion of ships, to press on 
with the construction of the guns without the 
experiments which would have detected the 
weak points in their design. These difticulties 
are how reported to have been overcome. 

It is boginning to be genorally recognized in 
foreign services, ag in the American service, 
that the design of the engines and boilers of a 
ship must largely depend upon the service for 
which she ig bullt. The engines and boilers of 
&@ mau-of-war, it is contended, are not required 
to work generally at their highest power, as 
rapid moving from place to place is not the or- 
dinary work of a war ship. Moreover, ina 
fighting ship the weightof the machinery and 
the space it occupies are primary considerations, 
it being considered necessary to protect the en- 
gines and boilers either by keeping them below 
the water line, orif above it by defensive armor. 
In modern steamers there does not seem to be 
that economy in fuel which is deemed so essen- 
tial. The machinery of a war ship is designed 
to be ableto perform the varying services re- 
quired of it. It will be called upon to work 
generally with moderate power, with an ability 
to meet frequent changes of power, together 
with a potential force in reserve capable of 
exerting for short periods an energy man 
times greater than that usually require 
These conditions, combined with the limitations 
of weight and space, tend to make engines 
expensive coal consumers. The frequent 
changes in power, too,. tell much more 
severely on the boilera than would be tne 
case if the engines were working at @ near- 
ly uniform pressure, as in a merchant 
steamer. It has lately been pretty definitely 
decided upon by engineers engaged in design- 
ing for the British Navy that their future policy 
Shall be to increase the weight and dimensions 
of the boilers, so that the higher power occa- 
sionally required may be more readily devel- 
oped apd maintained, 

{In dealing with the subjectof heavy guns, and 
comparing the effective power of different 
types, there are two points to be considered: 
(a) Their ability to penetrate armor; (d) the 
destructive power of thoir shelis. As the un- 
armored portion of any armored vessel is so far 
in excess of the armored portion, the shell 
power of the gun is deemed an important con- 
sideration. In estimating the amount of dam- 
age which two shells will inflict, the generally 
accepted rule is that the damage will vary 
as the squares of the bursting charges. 
The sixty-seven-ton gun of the British 
Navy carries an armor-piereing projec- 
tile of 1,250 pounds weight, capable of 
penetrating at 1,000 yards a steel plate of 
24.3 inches with a bursting charge of 87 pounds 
in the eommon shell. The 110-ton gun carries 
an armor-pieroing projectile of 1,800 pounds, 
capable at 1,000 yards of penetrating 27.4 
inches of steel, with a burating charge of 180 
pounds. Here it is observed that the propor- 
tionate damage which the larger gun can in- 
flict as regards shell power is in higher ratio to 
its weight than that of the smaller, for while 
the weight of the bursting charge of the shell 
in the one case isonly about twice that of the 
other, the damage produced will be about four 
or five times as great. 

According to broad Arrow there is a consen- 
sus of opinion among the best informed naval 
officers that the torpedo’ craze is fast ebbing 


away, and that the £110,000 paid to the inventor 
isso much money “ chucked” with the torpedoes 
into the sea. On the other hand, the £25,000 paid 
to the inventor of the range tinder is admitted 
by army officers not too high a remuneration 
for thatinvention. Broad Arrow says that it 
is diflicult, therefore, to understand on what 
principle the £610 net is Judged an adequate 
reward to theinventor, Rear Admiral P. H. 
Colomb, for his system of flash-light night sig- 
nals, now and fer many years past in universal 
usc. Admiral Colomb’s invention is said to 
have stood the test of practical experience, and 
itis thought that this is the reasun he is left 
without due recompense, 





COTTON MEN PROTEST. 

The Cotton Exchange suspended business in 
the middle of the day yesterday and helda 
meoting to protpst against the passage by Con- 
gress of the Butterworth bill, which practically 
prohibits trading. in options. It was largely 
attended and there were many indignant ex- 
pressions of opinion. Dr. J. H. Parker, the 
President of the Exchange, said that if the bill 
became a law the tax it provided would amount 
to between five and six hundred millions of 
dollars, which was more than twice the value 
of the cotton erop of the country. 

Henry Hentz made the principal speech. If 
the bill was passed, he declared, it would bring 
about great complications in trade, as antici- 
pating future wants was now the way business 
was conducted, The passageofthe bill might 
eventually lead to a panic.

Secretary Hubbard read a petition signed by 
the Presidents of a number of banks and by 
prominent bankers, which will be sent to 
Washington, praying that the bill be recom- 
mitted, as its passage would do great injury to 
business, 





MANAGER RIGE IN TROUBLES AGAIN.

Tho 
announcement that it isto be built at the corner 
of Milton-avenue and Charies-street, therefore, 
bas created a great deal of indiamation. There 
are probably half a dozen people in Jersey City 
who know where Milton-avenue is situated. 
It is @ uarrow, unimproved street running 
from Griffith-street to Charlea-street, three 
blocks long. Neither Milton-avenue nor Cbaries- 
street is Hagged, graded, or provided with sew- 
ers. The milk in the cocoanut is found when it 
is remembered that the lots in this neighbor- 
hood sold for $250 a year ago, and that the 
city is now to pay from $800 to $1,000 for the 
sohoolhouse property. 

The new schoolhouse, if built on the proposed 
site, will De within a atone’s threw of Schoo!
